General 

Probably  the  most^important  event  during  the  month  x^ras  the 
receiving  of  -inot^fication  that  the  administration  of  the  recently 
established  -Qoronado  National  Memorial  has  been  assigned  .to  the 
Southwestern  National  Iloniiments.-  This  national  memorial  was  established 
by  Presidential  Proclamation  on  -^Jovembpr  5*  1952.  It  comprises  an 
area  of  27i45« 33  acres  located  near  the  Ilexican  border  in  southeastern 
Arizona*       •  .    • 

:.  1/Jhile  this  area  is  basically  of  interest  historically, 
it  also  contains  much  of  biological  interest,  lir.  King  will  make  a 
trip  to  the  area  within  the  near  future  and  start  collecting  basic 
informational  data. 

The  adrainistration  of  this  area  has*  been  placed  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Tumacacori  National  Monument. 
At  present  about  the  only  work  that  can  be  done  is  to  erect  signs 
ihdicating  that  the  area  is  a  national  memorial.  It  is  hoped  that 
a  survey  of  the  area' can  be  accomplished  within  the  relatively 
near  future.  .'-•■■ 

The  assignment  of  this  area  to  the  So uthvre stern  National 
Monuments  brings  the  total  number  of  areas  administered  to  26. 

Weather 

Almost  every  area  reported  unusually  fine  vjeather  for 
January,  especially  during  the  latter  part,  of  the  month.  The 
ocotillo  was  leafing  out  and  a  few  scattered  wildf lowers  were 
beginning  to  bloom  in  southern  Arizona.  Lack  of  moisture  was 
causing  concern  in.  sdmc  placres,  b>ut,  on  the' whole,  everyone  seemed 
pleased  with  Old  Man-  Weather  during  January'-. 

Special  i^ctivitjes  ,■■.■'''■' 

Bahdelier — In-Service  training  meetings  were  started  on. 
the  21st  and  will  be  held,  once  a  week  for  eight  weeks.  .  iiegional 
Naturalist  Dodge  conducted  a  discupsion  o^  wildlife  at  one  of  the 
meetings. 

A  new  series  of  tests  are  being  made  by  the  AEC  at  the 
technical  area  northeast, .of  headquarters.

Maintenance,  Rehabilitation  and  General  work 

Arches — The  design  .and  color  conversion  of  all  signs  has 
been  completed  by  Ixessrs.  Winbourn  and  iiorris.  iir.  Iiorris'  expertness 
in  letter  routing  proved  to  be  of  great  assistance  in  the  completion 
of  this  project. 

Bandelier — The  lobby,  dinin.  room  and  coffee  shop  at  Frijolei 
Canyon  Lodge  were  redecor-.ted.  Six  nev   road  and  trail  signs  vere 
constructed  and  5  old  ones  xrere  reconditioned.  ±he   front  of  the 
cn^cking  station  was  repai.-nted.

Ghaco  Canyon — A  heating  stove  was  installed  in  the  ne  r 
tool  room;  a  new  work  bench  constructed  and  the  tools  and  supplies 
-orted  and  stored  and  placed  for  use«-  Fuel  line  connections  we.?e 
made  from  the  two  500-gallon  Diesel  storage  tanks  to  theii'  respective 
light  plants  —  quite  an  Liiproveiaent  o^'^er  the  previous  S3iup  which 
'Consisted  of  a  5-gallon  tank  connecteo.  to  the  plants.

Canyon  de  Cheliy — To  eliminate  the  constant  washing  out 
of  a  section  of  tne  monument  road  between  headquai'ters  and  uiite 
liouse  Overlook,  a  flood  water  diversion  control  x-zall,  several 
hundred  feet  in  length,  v;as  constructed.  The  stone  blocks  used  are 
of  the  same  composition  as  the  red  sandstone  rocks  in  ..he  surrounding 
area. 

Gran  Quivira — Condition  of  the  approach  roads  was  very 
poor  during  the  fxrst  part  of  the  month,  but  state  maintenance  crews 
worked  Highway  10  from  iiountainair  and  it  vjas  in  good  condition 
at  report  time,  iiuch  of  tne  superintendent's  time  was  spent  in 
shoveling  snow  and  xnud  from  the  trails  and  dragging  the  entrance  road. 

Great  Sand  I)unes — ilonument  road  was  graded  and  was  in 
fair  condition.  The  entrance  road  was  graded  once  by  the  courity. 

fiontezuiTia  Castle--At  hontezuma  .jell,  the  county  maintenance 
crew  installed  culverts  and  extensively  gravelled  the  county  liigiiway 
through  the  area. 

Organ  Pipe  Cactus--Good  progress  was  made  during  the  month 
on  the  headquarters  road  construction  project. 

Sagua.ro — The  processing  of  2,3^3  yards  of  chips  for  the 
looproad  surfacing  project  was  completed  and  work  was  continued  on 
adding  base  course  material  to  the  looproad.  This  project  xifas  also 
completed  and  the  road  is  now  ready  for  oiling. 

Tonto — The  state  highway  department  has  crews  working  on  the 
Apache  Trail  between  Tonto  and  Globe,  improving  culverts,  curves,  and 
grades,  in  preparation  for  oiling  several  more  miles.  Considerable 
work  was  accomplished  on  the  ruins  trails,  which  was  >jidened  in  places, 
drainage  improved,  and  the  trail  resurfaced  and  gravelled. 
;        Vya-i-nut  Canyon— The  county  continued  its  work  improving  the 
approach  roads.  Cinders  have  been  placed  over  the  spots  that  need  it, 
which  takes  in  most  of  tne  road.  It  is  possible  that  there  will  be 
a  completely  cinder- s^-yrfaced  road  before  long. 

"Wupatki — nr.  Chittum  has  visited  the  area  preparatory 
to  getting  the  V/upatki-S-unset  Crater  road  project  underway,  i^r. 
Ilott  arrived  with  the  second  trailer  for  the  crew  and  several  days 
were  spent  getting  the  trailer  houses  readj'-  for  occupancy.

Saguaro — The  superintendent  showed  the  film,  "National 
Parks  ''.'ildlife"  to  4-69  children  of  the  Carillo  Elementary  School  in 
Tucson,  A  slide  lecture  on  Southern  Arizona  was  also  presented  to  15 
teen-age  victims  of  cerebral  palsy,  at  the  Cerebral  Palsy  Foundation, 
in  Tucson, 

Walnut  Canyon — The  new  "''alnut  Canyon  guide  leaflet  was 
placed  in  active  use  during  the  month  and  many  favorable  comments  were 
received. 

Museum  Acticities  and  Exhibits 

Headquarters  Office — Sketches  of  proposed  material  for 
easels  at  Gran  Quivira  were  received,  reviewed  and  returned  to  the 
Regional  Office  for  preparation  by  the  Indian  School  trainee  on 
assignment  in  that  office. 

The  need  for  interpretive  exhibits  in  the  small  contact 
station  at  Sunset  Crater  was  the  subject  of  a  memorandum,  to  the 
Superintendent  of  ■'■''upatki. 

Preliminary  plans  for  txijo  easel  exhibits  on  the  self-guiding 
trail  at  Canj'-on  de  Chelly  were  reviewed  and  returned  tc  the  Regional 
Office  with  comments  and  suggestions.  These  also  will  be  made  by 
the  Indian  School  trainee, 

Casa  Grande—The  project  of  replacing  old  and  faded 
labels  continues .  While  trying  tc  keep  labels  and  signs  in  the  museum 
to  a  minimum,  the  staff  is  experimenting  vrith  a  few  signs  that 
answer  the  questions  most  often  asked  by  visitors,  Mr,  Jewell  is 
applying  the  finishing  touches  to  a  model  of  a  t:^/pical  house  unit  of 
Classic  times.   It  is  a  two-story  pueblo  with  a  single-story  house 
attached.  The  model,  it  night  be  added,  is  made  from  caliche,  which 
is  fairly  satisfactory,  and  an  inexpensive  material,  which,  it  is 
possible,  might  be  used  in  the  construction  of  dioramas, 

Montezuma  Castle — The  Castle  museum  has  been  enlarged  by 
utilizing  the  old  kitche'nTsection  of  the  building.  -Partitions  were 
removed,  giving  about  one-third  more  museum  space.  Displays  for  the 
room  are  now  being  prepared, 

Tumacacori — Spare  time  mounting  and  labelling  and  folder 
preparation  by  Rangers  Featherstone  and  Smith  resulted  in  about  150 
previously  identified  herbarium  specim.ens  being  all  fixed  up  and  ready 
for  inclusion:  in  the  herbarium  case  —  when  one  is  obtained.  Ranger 
Smith  scent  several  hours  on  a  preliminary  layout  for  another  Multiplex 
display  which  when  finished  will  tie  in  authentic  mission  architectural 
details  of  the  m.useum  building  with  sources,  by  pictures  and  text.

I.'AlIJTr]NAI-]CE;  All  utilities  in  the  Superintendents  residence 
were  turned  off  and  the  water  lines  drained*   \ihen  it  came  time  to 
find  the  turn-off  valves  there  was  an  earnest  wish  that  the  fact  file 
had  been  kept  up  to  date  in  the  natter.   The  inforraation  is  now  re- 
corded so  at  least  the  next  man  will  have  no  difficulty.

INTERPRETIVE  SERVICE :  V,'e  conducted  271  people  in  54 
parties  through  the  ruin  and  ^lad  215  people  in  66  parties  tour  the 
mu8e\im  and  then  take  a  quick  look  at  the  ruin.   i^n  cold  stormy 
days  several  slide  illustrated  lectures  were  given  in  the  museum. 
These  lasted  from  15  to  30  minutes  and  seem  extreamly  useful  in  our 
winter  interpretive  program.

Weather  "^'■'■'  ''■'"' 

The  weather  was  i:enerally  ndld  for  this  time  of  the 
year  witn  the  exception  of  a  cold  cnap  the  be^ining  of  the  i3(»ith 
when  the  teiuperature  dropped  to  4  degrees  above  aero  on  the  3rd. 

The  .iaxi{:;vu.i  tfciriperatuire  was  63  degrees  on  the  24th  and  iigth. 

Three  v<iry  llj^it  §naw  falls  accounted  for  <fti3if'»t^  iiiches 
of  ttoisture  and  iuch  of  the  earlier  snow  had  i;;elted  oi'f  by  tlie 
end  of  the  month. 

Special  Activities  '^ 

In-Service  training  meetings  were  started  on  the  2l8t  and 
will  be  held  once  a  week  for  ei|^ht  weeks.  Hegional  Naturalist 
Dodge  conducted  a  discu  sion  on  wildlife  at  the  aieetini?  on  the  2Bth, 

A  staff  raectin/?;  was  held  on  the  5th  at  which  propert- 
accounting,  inventozy,  and  revision  of  signs  were  the  principal 
topics.  These  'cetings  are  scheduled  for  the  first  .^lorday  of  each 
month • 

A  new  series  of  tests  are  being  i.iade  by  the  A.E.C.  at  the 
technical  area  north  east  of  headquarters.  The  tests  on  the  (Jth  and 
22nd  broke  one  window  in  trie  lookout  each  time.  They  were  replaced 
irmediately  by  the  Atomic  Energy  Coi/.r,ii33ion.  A  aeisriograph  reading 
was  taken  during  one  of  the  tests  to  determine  the  a  .cunt  of  shock 
that  is  being  received  at  headquarters  but  we  have  not  yet  learned 
of  the  results.

The  lobby,  dining  roaa,  axid  coffee  shop  at  /rijoles  Canyon 
Lodge  were  redecorate<y^d  placed  in  good  condition  for  the  coning 
season.

General.  Six  new  road  and  trail  sljna  wors  conatruoted  and  five 
old  slj^na  nvre  rocondltioned. 

Work  completed  on  marking  all  of  tne  tools  and  sorte 
equipment  with  the  electric  marker  that  was  borrowed  fsroni  the 
Hegional  OfiUce. 

The  front  of  the  cheeKing.  station  was  repainte^l. 

A  niiTober  of  hand  tools  such  as  sledge  haxiira&r,  axes, 
shovels  were  recondi  ioned.  This  consisted  of  replacing  broken 
h-indles,  sharpenintr,  grinding  off  burrs,  etc. 

Approach  Road 

A  rock  slide  occurred  on  the  21st  on  the  hill  on  the 
south  side  of  Ancho  Canyon  that  completely  blocked  i,he  road  for 
sevtjral  hoxa's.  It  was  renvoved  by  the  Bureau  of  I^ublic  Roads 
Hjaintmiance  crew. 

Interpretive  Service 

A  total  of  350  visitors  were  conducted  on  46  tours  of 
the  ruins. 

The  selectroslide  and  tape  record^^r  were  adjusted  for 
better  operation,  Considez*able  difficulty  had  been  experienced 
with  the  recorder  breaking  the  tape  but  the  cause  was  discovered 
and  it  is  now  operating  satisfactorly, 

Reaearcn  a.nd  Observation 

Ranger  Tumey  continued  to  work  on  the  classifyin;^  of 
pottery  sherds  collected  in  the  Otowi  section  survey.  Me  spent 
one  day  at  the  Laboratory  of  Anthropology  analyzing  soi-te  of  the 
sherds  with  Mr.  Stanley  iitubbs. 

Travel 

Travel  for  this  ^lonth  was  sli^^Jitly  under  that  of  last 
year  with  980  visitors  as  compared  with  1013.  With  wamor  weatiier 
the  approach  road  became  very  muddy  during  the  first  half  of  the 
nonth  wtiich  caused  some  visitors  to  turn  back.  It  had  dried  out 
and  was  in  fairly  good  condition  by  the  latter  part  of  the  laonth.

Weather,     t^  had  a  variance  in  the   typtj  ef  weather 
this  north,     Snov;,   rain,   and  ^jenorally  threatening  v«ather  was 
received  thfi  first  three  weeks  and  warm  sunn^    days  closed  out  the 
report   period,     llii{^  winds  predominated  ell  month,     vinimura  tern- 
peraturee  continued  at  freezing  and  maximum  temperatures  varied 
between  37  and  65  degrees. 

Local.     Due   perhaps  to   the  changing  weather,  the 
vicinity  has  gone  throue<;h  a  mild  influenza  snd/«r  virus  epidemic 
with  over  30  percent  of  the  I>1ountainair  schoels  children  absent 
froin  classes.     Local  authorities  foel  that  the  peak  of  the  •pid«mio 
is  over  er.d  ne  deaths  have  been  reported. 

Approach  Roads.     Four  cars  in  one  party  reported 
the  Carrizozo  a.proach  road  in  poor  condition  on  the  10th  of  the 
month  and  were  forced  to  make  their  return  through  Mountainair. 
Condition  of  both  approaches  was  generally   poor  during  the   first 
part  of  the  month  but  Stato  maintenance  crews  have  reoontl.    worked 
Hi^way  10  from  r.ountainair  and  the  road  is  in  good  conditioa  at 
this  time. 

Roads  and  Trails.     Again  it  seems  that   a  great  deal 
of  the  Superintendent's  tline  v,as  spent   s  cvellnj,^  snow  and  wufi  from 
the  trails  and  dragging  the  entrance  road.     Six  half  days  wore  spent 
with  the  drag  In  an  attempt  to   keep  the  road  in  passable  condition 
and  most  of  the  corrugations  have  been  smoothed  out. 

Maintenance.     T^ie  comprehonsive  stabilization  recently 
completed  on  the  mlBSions  received  it*E  acid  test   the  last  two  months 
v.hat  with  all   the   inclement  weather,     V.e  can  report  that  the  work  hes 
stood  up  very  veil.     No  slough  off  of  veneer  wts  noted  end  provided 
drainage  vas  adequate  to  handle  all  run  off.     Dust  and  debris  fill 
in  the  kiva  and  ii.use  "A"  was  removed.

Cliff  Jielliry.     Archaeologist    .eiif^er  and  Ranger  Kreaogifearried  some 
35  gaiions  of  Gulf  Sanl-SoilJot  up   to  the  ruin,   and  pretty  well  procesred 
the  floors  by  sprinkling,  raking  &.  brushing  the  soil-set  into  the  dust, 
l^is  has  been  a  vast  improvement,   and  has  coTnletely  laid  the  dust  :ti  ich 
was  a  continual  source  of  throat  irritation,  and  a  holrth  hazard.

Saguaro— General  clean  up  of  the  I.Iadrona  Ranger  Eunkhduse 
area,  and  cleaning  the  barn,  blacksmith  shop,  and  storage  area  occupied 
imich  time  during  the  month.     The  exterior  of  Lladrona  Bunkhouse  received 
cxie  coat  of  paint  and  the  interior  was  finished  mth  a  final  coat 
of  enamel  in  the  kitchen.

Bandelier — An  inspection  of  insect  damage  to  trees  in  this 
area  revealed  that  a  n-umber  of  trees  are  being  killed,  bu.t  it  vras  the 
consensus  that  the  damage  is  not  sufficient  to  vrarrant  control  at  present . 
The  situation  -vdll  be  watched  closely  this  summer,  and  if  there  is  a 
continued  increase,  some  control  measures  may  be  necessary  later.

Roads  aiid  Tgaals   The  taain  road  through  the  monument  was  /Traded 
t\%'ice  diiring  the  month  by  the  Indian  oex-^rlce  and  t  e   north  approach 
-road  again  graded  by  thecoimty.  This  sh-uld  set  seme  kind  of  a 
i^jcord.  Despite  this  attention  ho^•^ever,  the  roads  are  back  in  poor 
condition  due  to  recent  snows.  The  S&'iC  tractor  was  operated  five 
hours  during  the  month  in  an  effort  t--  remove  sorae  of  the  debris 
left  by  the  Indian  oervlce  operators. 

Maintenance  Routine  laaintenance  was  kept  up  during  the  month. 

Protection  A  number  of  man  hours  were  spent  driving  out  stock. 
SOiHethiug  over  80  head  of  cattle  were  run  off  the  south  three 
sections  and  nxsuerous  horses  from  the  saine  area  and  from  the  canyon 
proper. 

Three  days  were  spent  in  checking  and  repairing  parts  of 
the  boundry  fence.  Twenty  two  cf  the  forty  mileo  of  fence  were 
patrolled  and  nended.  In  this  distance  an  estimated  i>0  breaks, 
cuts,  and  j^hed  doim  places  wererepaired.  The  west  boundr,7  had 
the  larger  number  due,  no   doubt,  to  the  fact  that  it  abutts  Navajo 
lands.  .1  large  part  of  this  side  of  tlie  nionuiaent  is  hard  to 
patrol  because  it  is  inaccessible  by  truck. 
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Weeds  were  burned  along  the  fence  in  the  sO'th  gap.     ^'his 
fence  catches  about  all  cf  the  loose  turnhlev/eeds  in  that  area  and 
then  sand  piles  up  in  them.     In  sonse  places  stock  could  walk  over 
the  fence  due  to  the  excessive  depth  of  the  sand.     There  arc 
several  places  remaining  along  the  fence  in  the  south- /est  sections 
of  the  monument  where  the  same  conditicns  prevail.     These  will  be 
taken  care  of     as  soon  aspossible.

Subject:  Monthly  Marrative  Report  for  Coronado  National  2!eiaDrial  for 
February,  1953 

This,  the  first  monthly  report  for  Coronado  Ka,tional  Memorial, 
assumes  its  place  as  one  of  the  punctuation  laarks  in.  that  fabulous  history 
that  was  started  when  Coronado 's  forces  plodded  their  dusty  way  northward, 
more  than  four  centuries  ac'^o. 

The  first  routine  inspection  from  this  station  was  made  on 
February  7,  1953*     "Oia  trip  was  made  via  Mogales,  I^'atagonia,   Sonoita, 
Elgin,  Canelo,  Lochiol,  then  eastward  to  injntezuma  f'ass.     Return  vias 
by  Canelo,  Slgin,  Sonoita,  Patagonia,  and  the  river  road  cut-off  to 
Tiunacacori, 

Of  several  possible  routes,  the  most  logical  dry-weather 
route,  for  sho.  t  mileage,  is  from  Turaacacori  via   -liver-  fload,  i'atagonia. 
Little  Outfit  ranch,  Canelo,  Hontezuiaa  Pass  (83  miles),  with  a  return 
over  thc3  route  through  Fry,   Gonoita,   Pataf^onia,   iiiver  Xoad  to  Toaacacori, 
96  miles. 

Coronado  National  KenDrlal  area,  although  not  clearly  defined 
in  boundary  yet,   because  survey  is  pending,    takes  in  about  4  i  square 
miles  of  land  along  the  liexican  border  at  the  extrone   southern  toe  of 
the  !!uachuca  Mountains,  in  pinon-jiiniper  and  upper  grasslands  terrain, 
A  narrow,  dirt  road,  with  turn-outs,  bladed  and  fairly  well  maintained, 
crosses  the  area  frota  east  to  west,   going  over  a  high  ridge  at  Montezuaa 
Pass  (elevation  6,500  feet).     Here,   at  a  wLde  turn-out  spot,  with  ample 
room  for  parking,   is  a  superb  scenic  lookout  point.     One  can  see  for 
many  miles  into  I*iexico,   on  a  clear  day. 

At  the  Pass  I  planted  a  sign,  warning  against  destruction 
of  natural  features.     Two  larger  name  signs,  made  in  Nogales,  being 
tadbas  painted  and  lettered  at  Tuaacacori,  will  be  planted  at  the  approaches 
to  the  pass,  on  the  next  trip. 

Two  and  three  tenths  m-iles  east  of  the  pass  I  attenptel  to 
contact  Miss  Grace  Sparkes,  who  is  chairman  of  the  Bisbee  Chamber  of 
Coinmerce's  Committee  on  National  Parks  and  /ionuments,  and  who  has  actively 
pursued  the  objective  of  the  Coronado  National  Memorial,       She  was  absent. 
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Two  miles  farther  do¥<n  the  eaet  slope  of  the  mountaiA,  acquaihtaiic e 
was  made  with  Frank  Zaleski,  a  cattleman,  long  interested  in  the  idea 
of  a  naticsial  -^uiorial  area.     Zaleski  was  very  hospitable,   and  offered 
free  use  of  saddle  horses  to  VsLvk  Ser\dce  employees     for  getting  acquainted 
with  our  new  area,

A  new  5-oontrol  liniit  switeh  ( id.nneapolis«Honeyvrall 
Model  L/401B)  ^/ss  inatalled  in  the  plenum  ohamber  of  t.ie   museum 
herting  unit  to  provide   safer  nnd  more  effiolent  operation*     The 
old  control  did  not  provide  for  burner  cut-off  in  case  of  fan 
failure*     The  new  control  eliminates  this  fire-hasard|   in  addition 
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it  prorides  for  burner  WBrm-up  before  the  fan  cuts  in,  laeking  for 
faster  and  less  expensive  morning  warm-up,   and  continues  the  fan 
In  operation  after  the  burner  cuts  out,  utilising  ell  the  residual 
heet  in  the  chamber.     The  heating  operation  is  considerably  smoother 
with  the  new  control,   and   should   save  on  fuel. 

The  ¥-pulley  on  the  furnace  blower  motor  pulled  loose 
and  ran  free  on  the  shaft  long  enough  to  enlarge  the  hole.      It  was 
replaced  with  a  new  Gates  pulley  of  tapered-hole  design  keyed  to 
the   shaft. 

Strong  winds,  February  18  and  19,   deposited  an  Inch 
(more   or   less)  of  dust  from  the  tailings  pond  in  the  museum}  this 
was  shovelled  out  on  the  20th  when  the  winds  abated  somewhat*     The 
big  blow  also  drifted  sand,  pebbles  end  «ven  small   boulders  over 
parts  of  the  trail  and   gathered  clumps  of  tximbleweeds  in  most  of 
the  rooms,  necessitating  a  general  clean-up  of  the  ruins  area*

An  eKcellent  article  prey^ared  by  Park  Ranger  Sutton  riving 
a  popular  description  of  Montez-uma  '"ell  vras  revie\'Ted  by  Mr,  Arnberger* 

A  survey  ojT  audio-visual  equipment  needs  for 
Southvrestern  National  Monuments  Y/as  completed.     This  survey/  pointed 
up  the  complexity  of  the  problera  of  supplying  sufficient  equipment 
to  fill  the  needs  in  all  of  our  field  areas,     V'hereas  a  park  or 
single  area  could  perhaps  be  equipped  for  a  comparatively  small  sum^ 
the  picture  changes  considerably  \7hen  the  needs  of  26  areas  are 
considered.     This  surv^  indicates  that  an  expenditure  of  more  than 
M>12,000  \7ould  be  necessary  to  provide  our  areas  vrith  their  minimurii 
needs, 

Mr,  Arnberger  is  gaining  a  reputation  locally  as  a  speaker 
and  vras.  much  in  demand  by  various  groups.     On  i larch  2  he  gave  a  one- 
hour  program  at  an  assembly  of  the  Globe  High  School  attended  by 
appro: :imately  750  students.     On  the  17th  he  was  the  after-dinner 
speaker  at  a  meeting  of  the  Globe  Opti.nist  Club,     On  the  21st,  he 
presented  an  hour-long  program  to  a  state-ivide  convention  of  Girl 
Scouts,   at  rrhich  about  60  Scouts  and  Scout  leaders  rrere  present  from 
throughout  the  state. 

In  addition  to  their  regular  duties,  the  interpre'tive  staff 
s'pent  many  evening  hours  and  ■■.reek  ends  rehabilitating  the  patios 
and  lily  pond  at  Gila  Pueblo,     The  plantings  were  considerably 
facilitated  ty  donations  from  J!irs.

Montezui'na  Castle — Areas   of   geological  and  archeological 
significance  found  in  the  lov/er  section  of  the  Verde  Valley  rrere 
photographed  by  Messrs,  Sutton  and  Pier son.     Some  land  snails 
collected  sometime  ago  from  drift  brought  do^m  by   Eeaver  Creek 
Yrere  identified  by  the  California  Academy  of  Sciences. 

Miss  Jean  Pinkies'-  of  Mesa  Verde  sent  the  area  a  copy  of 
the  Mancos  Tipies,  liancos,   California,   dated  March  20,  I896,  Yfhich 
carried  an  account  of  the  finding  of  the  small  mummy  on  display 
in  the  Castle  museum.

Tumacacori — The  monument  is   benefitting  from  some  research 
being  done  by  a  graduate   student  in  the  Anthropology"  Departm ait,   of 
the  University  of  Arizona,     This  vrork  is  revealing  some  fascinating 
inform.ation  about  Tumacacori' s  population  aid  its  agricultviral  and 
livestock  assets  circa  I8I8  and  1820. 

Also,  lUr,    l^rton  V'right,   an  archeologist  on  the  staff  of 
the  jlmerind  Foundation,  Dragoon,  Arizona  is   engaged  in  some  archeo- 
logical exploratory  excavations  in  the  vicinity  of  Tum.acacori. 
wir*   Jackson  is  looking  fonrard  riith  much  interest  to  clarification 
of  some  archeological  and,  he  hopes,  historic  horizons  for  his  area 
from  this  work.

FolloTiing  a  slightly  different  route  to  the 
one  travelled  last  month,  rre  made  the  trip  in  I63  miles  for  the  round 
trip,    ITe  xrent  from  Tumacacori  via  the  River  Road  to  the  Patagonia 
highrray,  then  over  the  mountains  to  the  southeast  via  ''I'ashington  Cai^ip, 
through  Lochiel  to  our  destination  at  Llontezuma  Pass,,    Returri  vas  dov.n 
the  east  slope  of  the  Huachucas,  through  Fry,  past  Fort  Huachuca, 
through  Sonoita,  Patagonia,  then  back  by  the  River  Road  to  ^bhe  Nogales- 
Tumacacori  link  of  Highyray  89 • 

The  trip  had  been  planned  through  Oanelo,   so  tho.t  District 
Forest  flanger   Pob  Sclimitt-,   of,  the  Huachuca  Division,    Coronado  National 
forest,   could  accompany  us  and  shor:  us  more  clearly  vdiere  tao-jjidaries 
were.     For  the  second  time  it  Yias  impossible  to  coni>ect  ^.\dth  Schmitt 
tor  a  joint  trip. 

By  road  to  Montezuma  Pass  one   crosses  but  one  tiny  corner  of 
the  Coronado  National  Memorial,     However  one  can  see  out  all  over  the 
area,  save  for  the  south  face  of  Coronado  Peak  and  some  of  its  adjoining 
toe-end  hills  of  the  Huachucas,     In  fact,   one  cpn  see  so  far  that  it 
almost 'makes   one's  stomach  sag  to  think  of  the  incredible  vastnesses 
of  prairie  and  oak  -   clad  hills  throvgh  rj-hich  Coronado' s  forces  marched. 

Tie  planted  tiTo  handsome  signs,  made  of  frrmed  one  inch  pine, 
^jlth  U"  posts  at  both  ends.     Letters    rere  made  of  I/8"  masonite,  1  I/8" 
and  2"  letter  sizes,  painted  creamy  vhite,  against  a  stained  dark-oak 
oackground  color.     One   sign  vj-as  planted  at  the  roadside  about  100  yards 
Trom  Montezuma  Pass  on  the  vrest,  the  other  about  the  same  distance  doT/n 
from  the  pass  on  the  east.     The  Yrording  reads:

the  approach  road  and  put  it  in  fairly  good  condition  for  spring 
travel. 

Ttie  raaintenance  crew  used  about  400  gallons  of  oil  to  patch 
the  temperature  cracks  in  the  paving  to  the  checking  station  in 
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preparation  for  possible  seal  coating  this  spring. 

Twelve  trees  were  planted  in  the  island  of  the  parking       ** 
area  to  replace  ones  that  had  died  out. 

y.  1000  gallons  of  MC-3  oil  was  purchased  for  use  in  surfacing 

the  ruins  trails.  This  project  will  get  underway  as  soon  as  weather 
permits. 

Concessioner 

The  Director  has  ruled  that  the  sub-concessioner  who 
operated  the  dining  room  at  Frijoles  Canyon  Lodge  last  summer  is 
unacceptable  to  the  Park  Service  and  will  not  be  permitted  to 
return  this  year.  Several  interested  parties  were  interviewed  but 
no  selection  has  been  made  for  a  sub-concessioner  for  this  summer, 
Mrs.  Evelyn  Frey  returned  to  the  Lodge  on  the  25th  and  a  decisimai 
will  be  made  in  the  next  few  days. 

Interpretive  Service 

There  were  802  visitors  conducted  on  35  tours  of  the  ruins 
this  month. 

A  new  self -guiding  trail  to  Tsankawi  ruin  in  the  Otowi 
section  was  put  in  to  operation  on  the  17th, 

Some  difficulty  is  still  being  experienced  with  the  tape 
breaking  on  the  tape  recorder  and  select roslide.  It  is  believed 
that  this  can  be  remedied  by  attaching  a  leader  strip  since  most  of 
the  breakage  occui  swithin  the  first  few  feet  of  tape.  The  recording 
and  slides  continue  to  be  very  well  received  and  they  are  used  at 
every  opportunity. 

Travel 

Travel  finally  got  back  in  to  the  plus  column  after 
showing  a  decrease  under  last  year  for  the  past  four  months.  There 
were  1639  visitors  as  compared  with  1315  last  March.  Total  visitors 
for  the  calendar  year  is  now  4020.

Travel

Sixteen  thousand,  eight  hundred  rooted  willows  and  thrty 
two  hundred  rooted  cottonwoods  \rere   rec:!eved  from  the  hursery  at 
Bernalillo  on  the  23rd  and  the  SM!C  crew  of  sr;ven  started  tc  work  on 
the  2Ath.  Plans  call  for  planting  these  and  an  additional  20,000

Weather »  The  first  two  weeks  of  this  month  were  quite 
stormy,  with  rain,  snow  and  high  winds.  The  last  two  weeks  have 
given  us  excellent  weather  and  travel  has  been  increasing. 

New  Construction.  Ranger  Barrel  brushed  out  a  new  sec- 
tion for  the  l!assai  Point  Nature  Trail  and  did  some  rock  removal 
and  grading  of  same.  It  is  now  a  fair  foot  trail,  and  we  are  work- 
ing on  a  new  guide  sheet  to  cover  the  additional  exhibits. 

Approaches  to  Monument.  All  approach  roads  are  now  in 
;  fair  condition.  The  Cave  Creek  road  frora  Rodeo  over  the  mountains 
was  closed  by  snow  until  about  ten  days  ago,  but  is  now  clear  and 
dry. 

Interpretive  Service.  1186  visitors  were  contacted  in 
the  museum  in  330  parties.  Two  auto  trips  and  two  hikes  were  made 
with  visitors,  consuming  about  7^  man  hours  for  the  force.  Twelve 
visitors  were  counted  using  the  Foothill  Forest  Mature  Trail  and  an 
estimated  seventy-six  made  use  of  the  Kassai  Point  Natural  History 
TraU. 

Museum  .Activities  and  ^adhibits.  The  framework  for  the 
new  I.assai  Point  Orientation  Station  exhibit  has  been  worked  over 
and  the  exhibit  installed.  Rebuilding  the  frame  and  Installing 
the  new  40  x  60  inch  plate  glass  was  a  Job  which  we  are  glad  to 
have  behind  us. 

A  new  glass-covered  orientation  map  has  been  built  and 
installed  in  the  museum.  It  replaces  the  badly  fingerprinted  map 
which  had  been  in  use  for  nany  years. 

Last  month  a  California  l&dy   informed  us  that  she  had 
found  a  picture  of  Cochise  in  a  book  "Death  in  the  Desert"  by  Paul 
I.  Wellman.  hs   we  had  previously  known  of  no  picture  of  this  fam- 
ous Indian  Chief,  we  wrote  to  the  California  State  Library  in  Sac- 
ramento and  were  very  {grateful  to  be  able  to  borrow  the  book  for 
a  month.  A  picture  has  been  made  for  our  riuseum  and  we  have  enjoyed 
reading  the  book.

Last  month  we  reported  that  Justice  of  the 
Supreme  Court  William  Douglas  had  killed  a  niountain  lion  a  short 
distance  north  of  Chiricahua.  oince  thrai  we  have  learned  that  he 
was  brought  to  the  ^'onument  for  a  short  visit  SOTJctime  after  our 
working  hours  by  <xie  of  the  local  lion  hunters. 

Professional  color  postcard  photographer  W.V.  Bolten- 
stcm  and  family  visited  the  area  on  the  19th.  2 

Personnel  Clerk  Stratton,  Krs,  Strattcai  and  some  friends 
made  a  brief  visit  to  Chlricahua  yarch  24. 

Police  Protection.  Our  long  record  of  peace  vrais  broken 
on  Karch  12.  On  that  and  the  next  two  days  two  families  of  campers 
were  robbed  of  food  and  camping  equipment,  maps  and  first-aid  kits 
were  stolen  from  the  museum,  and  the  cabin  of  an  employee  at  the 
Faraway  Ranch  was  stripped  bare.  In  spite  of  searches,  patrols 
and  roadblocks  set  up  by  members  of  the  staff,  and  in  spite  of  the 
able  and  willing  assistance  of  Deputy  Sheriffs  from  the  nearest 
towns,  the  culprits  were  not  apprehended  until  late  on  the  night 
of  the  14th,  At  that  time  Clayton  Van  Nobles  snH  his  Indian  "wife" 
were  captured  near  Elfrida.  As  the  Deputy  Sheriff  who  made  the 
capture  was  seriously  stabbed  by  Van  Nobles,  and  as  the  pair  was 
well  armed  with  several  high-powered  rifles,  we  are  not  particularly 
sorry  that  they  were  captured  by  someone  else.  The  two  sixteen- 
year-old  thieves  are  now  resting  comfortably  in  the  County  Jail 
in  Blsbee,  No  disposition  of  the  case  has  as  yet  been  made  by 
the  County  authorities,  but  all  loot  taken  from  this  area  has 
„been  recovered.

Ihe  secoixi  routine  inspection  of  Goronado  National  Keniorial 
was  iaade  b;/  the  superintendent  and  .ianger  Bill  -ullard,  on  Bat^ch  24. 
V/e  left  Turaacacori  at  9:00  a.m.  in  the  government  pickup  truck,  and 
returned  at  6:15  P.m.     Follovdng  a  slightly  differ  ant  route  to  the 
one  travelled  last  nionth,  we  made  the  tri,    in  163  luiles  for  the  round 
trip.     We  went  froLi  Tunacacori  via  the  River  Road  to  the  Patagonia 
highway,  then  over  the  mountains  to  the  southeast  via  i«fe,shington  Oaait', 
through  T,ochlel  to  our  destination  at  Montezuoa  Pass.  ?.etum  was  down 
the  east  slope  of  the  h'uachucas,  through  Fr:>',  past  i-'ort  Huachuca,  through 
Sonpita,  ^'atagonia,  then  back  by  the  Hiver  Road  to  the  Nogales-Tuiaacacori 
link  of  Highway  89. 

The  trip  had  been  planned  through  Canelo,  so  that  District 
Forest  Ranger  Bob  Schmitt,  of  the  Huachuca  Division,  Goronado  Katiaial 
Forest,  could  accompany  us  and  show  us  ::iore  clearly  where  boundaries  were. 
For  the  second  time  it  vbs  impossible  to  connect  vdth  Sclimitt  for  a  Joint 
trip. 

By  road  to  Montezuxaa  Pass  one  crosses  but  one  tiny  comer  of 
the  Goronado  National  ■'^morial.     However  one    can  see  out  all  over  the 
area,   save  for   the  south  face  of  Cororeido  Peak     and  sane  of  its  adjoining 
toe-end  hills  of  the  Iluachucas.    In  fact,  one  can  see  so  far  that  it  aLTiost 
makes  one's   stoaach  sag  to  think  of  the  incredible  vastnesses  of  prairie 
and  oak  -  clad  hills  through  which  Goronado' s  forces  marched, 

We  planted  two  handsome  signs,  made  of  fraiaed  one  inch  pine, 
with  4"  posts  at  both  ends.     Letters  were  made  of  l/S"  ijasonite,  1  l/C" 
and  2"  letter  sizes,  jointed  creamy  vhite,  against  a  stained  dark-oak 
background  csclor.     One  sign  Wcis  planted  at  the  roadside  about  100  yards 
froui  Koatezuaia  Pass  on  the  west,   the  other  about  the  sa-ae  distc^ce  down 
froia  the  pass  on  the  east.     The  wording  reads: 

CCRGiJADC 

United  States  Department  of  the  Interior 
National  Park  Service 
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He  are  not  too  optiiiilstic  about  hew  long  these  signs  will  last. 
For  at  the  pass  we  fcxind  the  sign  (warning  sig')  planted  there  last  inonth 
had  ;aet   a  sad  fate.     The  sign  board,  two  inches  thick,  was  literallr  chopped 
to  pieces  frOT  high  poifer  bullets,     Uie  heavy  channel  iron  post  ■ju  which 
the  sign  had  been  fastened  was  riddled  with  the  same  holes,  and  was  almost 
cut  in  two  fraathe  bullets.     Apparently'  the  shooting  was  done  with  a 
standard  amy  issue  carbine,  possibly  b/  soiie  sport  fro^  Fort  Huacliuca, 

Scanning  our  area  with  field  glasses  gave  a  closer  look  than  I 
had  had  before,     Altliougii  the  liegetative  patterii  looks  essentially  healtiiy, 
there  is  a  uniform  distribution  of  d«ad  oak  (a  stunted  tree  species  not 
identifiable  in  the  field),     Tliis  carries  out  a  pattern  vdiich  is  fandliar 
to  us,   for  there  are  thousands  of  acres  of  range  land  in  Santa  Cruz   coimty 
in  which  oak  has  died  siiiiilarly.     Despite  all  this  dead  oak,  there  is  lots 
of  live  and  healthy  oa,k.     Although  drouth  is  undoubtedly  responsible  for 
considerable  oak  kill,   it  is  extremely  likel;^''  that  drouth  was  simply  an 
av.mue  for  insect  pests  to  finish  aany  of  tte  plants, 

I  don't  know  how  much  longer  we  can  cestrain  our  impulse  to  start 
getting  an  herbarium  collection  froa  the  area,  but  at  the  present  time, 
with  so  much  deiTiarKi  on  our  mon^'  and  time,   it  does  not  seem  feasible  to 
begin  the  systematic  collecting  that  should  be  dcaie. 

We  drove  the  short  distance  east  of  Montezuma  Pass  to  where 
Grace  Sparkes  lives.   By  pre-arran,p:ement  we  found  her  in,  and  had  a  good 
talk  with  her  and  with  her  b^rther-in-law,  Parrj   Bones,  and  a  Mr,   '/orden 
or  'forthen,  who  has  lived  in  the  vicinity  for  some  time.     As  many  i'ark 
Service  people  know,  :iiss  Sparkes  is  chairsan  of  the  Bisbee  Chamber  of 
Goiumerce's  ^^ommittee  on  National  Parks  and  Monuments,  and  of  the  Coronado 
International  Iloniunent  Gommission  of  Arizona,       3ie  owns,  in  part,   a  lead 
and  zinc  mine  a  short  distance  from  our  boundary,  northeast  of  the  pass. 

She  deplored  the  vandalism  to  our   sign,   and  said  she  and  "  r.  Bones 
heard  the  gun  fire  at  about  dusk  on  ths  evenin,<^  of  March  21.     They  did  not 
go  up  to  the  Pass  to  investigate,  and  do  not  know  who  did  the  shooting. 
In  this  border  area  it  is  not  always  too  discreet  to   investigate  gunfire 
at  that  hour  of  the  dayl 

Although  we  sympathize  with  I-liss  Sparkes'  natural  desire  to  give 
wide  publicity  to  our  new  Park  Service     unit,  it  was  pointed  out  to  her 
that  fro/1  the   field  level  we  have  deliberately  refrained  fro...  splasiiing 
Coronado  JQSBiSEXaCt  National  --emorial  in  all  the  papers,  because  our  present 
inability  to  offer  frequeat  enough  patrols  to  prevent  vandalism  would  be 
all  tne  more  apparent   if  we  induce  a  wiiole  lot  of  additional  people  to  coue 
into  the  area  now,     I  pointed  out  that  once  we  have  scmebody  stationed 
there,  we  will  have   every  desire  to  let  everybody  know  what  we  have  to 
offer  them,  and  asked  if  she  shared  ni^   view  , 

Kiss  Sparkes  conceded  we  had  a  point,   fro.r.  the  protection  angle, 
in  soft  ()ed<illirit-  the  publicity,   snd  that   she  v.ould   think  it  over  nnd 
discuss  it  with  Governor  Pyle  and  the  members  of  the   donm.lssion,      "^'ut 
she  also  has  the  opinion  that  appropriations  are  going  to  be  mighty  hard 
to  get  for   Joronado  unless  it  can  be  proved  the  area  is   cetting  he«T7 
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visitation, 

'■^-race  said  that  protection  against,  vandalism  to  date  under 
the  Forest  Servipe  has  been  negligible.  She  didn't  even  know  the  name 
of  the  district'  Forest  Ranf^er,  Hov/ever,  she  grasps,  as  readily  as  we 
do,  the  fact  that  no  agency  can  give  consistent  protection  frora  vandalism. 
unless  repular  and  constant  patrols  are  possible.  She  pointed  out  one 
distressing  problera  which  comes  up  just  before  Christmas  every  year; 
that  apparently  everybody  in  the  border  country  goes  up  on  our  hills  and 
chops  himself  down  a  nice  Christinas  tree.  And  we  need  all  the  trees  we 
have,  therel 

A  pleasant  visit  terminated,  and  Ranger  Bullard  and  I  headed 
back  for  TunHcacori,

7^eather«     Rain  and   snow  and  .general  adverse  weather 
were  received  the  first  half  of  the  month  giving  way  to  high  winds 
and  warmer  teuiperatures  during  the  latter  half.     Maximum  tem- 
peratures ranged  from  57  to  64  dej^ees  and  minimum  temperatures 
from  13  to  38  degrees.     l/>oisture  totalled  1,5S  inches. 

Inspections.     Mr.    .Jestellum  spent  the  19th  famil- 
iarizing himself  with  the  problems  and  needs  of  the  area  and 
discussing  with  the  Superintendent  all  phases  of  monument  oper- 
ation. 

Museum.     A  new  floure scent  light  fixture  was  in- 
stalled in  the  small  exhibit  case  which  completes  the  lighting 
arrangement  for  all  cases.     Artifacts  within  the  cases  vere 
rearranged  pending  the  return  of  material  now  under  study  in  the 
Rei^Uonal  office. 

Special  Activities.     The  Superintendent  attended 
a  road  meeting  with  Highway  Corinissloners  and  Boosters  of  High- 
way 10  at  Santa  Fe  on  Februari?   26, 

Another  road  meeting  of  members  of  the  .Mountoinair 
Chamber  of  Comerce,   the  Carrizozo  Chamber  of  Co  merce,   and  in- 
terested T>ersons  in  the   ImDrovement  of  Hlj5hway  10,  met  at  Qran 
<iuivlra  on  the  19th.     The  Superintendent  attended. 

Approach  Roads.     These  roads  were  in  variable  con- 
dition this  month.     Several  parties  of  monument  visitors  reported 
spending  from  a  half-hour  to  three  hours  shoveling  out  of  sand 
drifts  on  Highway  10  south  of  the  monuinent ,      t  oor  road  conditions 
have  always  been  a  source  of  irritation  to  the  local  citizenry 
and  now  that  our  summer  visitor  travel   is  beginning  we  can  expect 
to  hear  similar  complaints  from  them. 
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Interpretation.     Guide  serrices  were  provided  to  93 
persons  in  25  parties  for  an  ayerage  of  40  n.inutes  per  party   and 
27  parties  totalling  62  persons   used  the  self  guide  trail.     The 
self  guiding  facility  is  being  used  by  an  increasin,;.;;  proportion  of 
visitors  especially  on  the  week  ends  vhen  it  is  only  possible  for 
the  Superinten  ent  to  contact  parties  and  provide  interpretation 
at  the  ffiuseuA.

Travel «     There  were  165  visitors  in  53  cars  tcis  month 
which  is  an  increase  of  58  percent  over  1952,     Out  of  State  travel 
,      is  increasing  and  ue  anticipate  a  heavy  vacation  travel  this  surrmer.

Weather?  Although  cold  and  storuy  the  first  TJart  of  the 
month,  weather  from  March  has  been  srood,  At  present,  day  temnerptures 
ere  heg;inning;  to  read  in  the  hi?^h  70»s,  and  there  is  a  feeling  of 
spring;  In  the  air.   As;ain  very  little  moisture  was  recorded  bs  only 
•  71  of  rain  fell  durine;  the  month. 

Special  Activities  t  Durinsr  the  week  of  April  15-21,  T  at- 
tended the  Kegion  Three  Fire  Control  Training  Conference  held  at  Lake 
Mead.   It  wps  agreed  by  all  presont  that  this  was  e  very  successful 
school  and  that  the  trainees  received  a  lot  of  valuable  training  in 
fire  control  methods.   I  feel  fortunate  to  have  been  selected  to  attend. 

Travel t     Travel  while  slow  the  first  few  days  of  the  month 
has  been  increasing  steadily.  1,968  people  in  656  ears  visited  the 
Castle  and  1,096  people  in  342  cars  went  to  the  V/ell,  This  totals 
3,064  visitors  to  the  area  as  compered  to  only  1,400  visitors  for  March 
of  last  year. 

Museum  Exhibits i     A  fine  multiplex  showing  Nat'onal  Monuments 
within  the  State  of  Arizona  w^s  completed  and  installed  by  Pierson  and 
Sutton  in  the  new  section  of  the  Castle  museum.

The  month  of  '?arch  cane  In  ''like  a  lion"  and  whether  It  goes 
out  like  a  lamb  remains  to  be  seen,  ^me  fairly  high  winds  were  pre- 
valent and  ^rm   had  one  twelve-Inch  snow,  another  of  three  Inches  and 
a  rain  storra.  The  weather  in  between  was  vjarm  and  Springlike  and  the 
snows  quickly  disappeared.  Total  moisture  for  the  nwnth  wag  1»19  inches, 
^me  of  the  earlier  wild  flowers  are  beginning  to  bloom  in  the  canyon.

A  rock  T/all  was  built  around  the  new  5000  {gallon  metal  "-ater 
tank.     This  blends   in  with  the  residence  and  the  ruin  and  will  keep  txie 
sunllf^ht  from  warminf;  up  the  metal  and  irake  the  water  cooler « 

The  new  information  station  at  Hunset  Crater  was   painted  on  the 
inside,   one  ooat  of  stain  on  the  roof,  windows  and  trim  painted  and  the 
exjterior  wood  [rone  over  in  preparation  for  painting. 

Trips  were  made  to  Gunset  Crater  twice  a  week  as  travel  has 
picked  up  suddenly/  due  to  very  warm  weat^ier  for  this  time   of  the  year. 

Roads  and   Trails: 


The  Vmpatki  road  construction  pot  under  way  on  March  2.   The 
entrance  ai^ns  on  Ki{|;;hway  89  were  taken  down  and  installed  at  the   entr- 
ance to  the  detour  and  travel  iirmediately  started  usinf  the  detour. 
Three   dump  trucks  were  used  to  haul  material,  and  loads  were  dumped 
startinr,   from  Ili^ltway  89,   Some   of  the    old  curves  were  strai{';htend   out 
with  the  grader  and  bulldozer,    some  trees  pulled  and   in  general  work 
is  r^ing  along  in  (;;ood  shape.     The  latter  part  of  thie  month  has  been 
spent  in  clearing  loose  rook  and  debris  away  from  the   road  shoulders. 
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The  four  mile  entranoo  road  to  Sunset  Crater  was  bladed  this 
raonth  and  the  bad  "washboard  smoothed  out*

Sunset  Crater  was  closed  with  enon  from  February  28  to  i  arch 
6  but  open  tha  rest  of  the  tiine.  Quite  a  few  parties  have  ollribed  the 
crater  and   about  140  people  took  the  Lava  Flow  nature   trail.

Travel  continues  to  increase.     Wupatki  had  190  cars  and  507 
people  whioh  was  09  oars  and  258  people   over  last  jSliarch.

That  has  been  true  of  this  winter*8   travel  increase.

described  the  conditions  vjhich  prevailed  most  of  the  month  — 
extremely  dry,  and  \Tindy» 

Special  Activities 

Canyon  de  Chelly— An  Easter  egg  hunt,  co-sponsored  by 
the  Chinle  Recreational  Club  and  Park  Service  employees,  was  provided 
for  275  school  children  at  one  of  the  campgroiind  sites.

Tonto— Archeologist  V.'enger  made  two  short  field  trips 
vdth  Forest  Ranger  Ames  to  locate  corners  and  boundaiy  lines, 

A  traffic  counter  v;as  installed  on  April  8  on  the  outgoing 
side  of  the  parking  area.     This  method  of  counting,  using  a  standard 
average,  appears  to  be  quite  accurate  and  certainly  saves  much 
valuable  time  and  diverted  attention, 

Tuma ca cori'—'Super int endent  Jackson  and  family,   on  personal 
time,  went  to  Dragoon,  Arizona,  where  he  enjoyed  a  museum  visit  and 
archeoXfigical  refreshetr  course  vdth  Mir,  and  Ilrs,  Qiarles  C,  de  Peso, 
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Special  Activities  -  Tumacacorl  -  continued 

Director  of  the  Amerind  Foundation  field  activities.     Upon  returning 
to  Tumacacori,  Mr.  Jackson  held  an  evening  staff  meeting  and  passed 
on  the  high  points  of  his  gleanings.     He  reports  that  th^  are  also 
finding  the  Foundation's  archeological  dig  at  Calabasas  Ruin   (14.7  miles 
south  of  Tumacacori)  very  interesting.

And  from  the  diversity  of  burial  technique 
details  we  would  infer  the  possibility-  the  native  population  was  far 
from  a  homogeneous  group," 

Tuzigoot — Superintendent  Erevj-er  attended  several  meetings 
of  the  Jerome  Historical  Society,   and  \mder  his  direction  a  histori- 
cal museum  is  being  established  in  the  tovm  of  Jerome. 

The  class  in  the  Southwestern  Archeology,  virhich  is  popular 
with  a  local  group,  is  being  continued  by  Archeologist   Hirroughs. 

White  Sands — Play  Day  is  the  special  event  for  April  at 
?[hite  Sands.     This  year  it  proved  special  in  another  vj-ay,   bringing 
with  it  one  of  the  avorst  wind  stcrms  ever  experienced.     As  a  result, 
the  entire  program  had  to  be  moved  to  Alamogordo.     Despite  this 
unfortunate  turn  of  events,  5,020  people  seemed  to  be  enjoying 
themselves.

Tumacacori — ^Dennis  G,  Cooper,  Detroit,  Mchigan  lecturer, 
took  pictures  and  gathered  material  to  be  used  in  one  of  his  television 
broadcasts.     Avalon  Daggett,  Los  Angeles,  who  takes  movies  for  visual 
aid  use  in  the  schools  in  17  states,  took  shots  of  the  mission  and  the 
Kino  statue  for  use  in  a  one  reel  feature  on  this  chain  of  missions, 
tentative  titled  "Father  of  the  Southwest," 

Maintenance,  Rehabilitation  and  General  ITprk 

_  Arches— The  area  has  a  more  photogenic  appearance  since 
Ranger  Morris  gave  it  a  thorough  cleaning  and  placed  all  outside  storage 
on  the  newly  constructed  dock  which  is  completely  hidden  by  the  utility 
yard  fence— the  visitor  is  no  longer  greeted  by  an  oil  can  and  coal  pile. 

Aztec  Ruins — Entrance  signs  v/ere  given  a  coat  of  linseed  oil, 
A  new  museum  sign  vdth  _ six-inch  letters  is  being  completed  and  also  a 
'  new  sign  for  the  parking  area.     Holes  and  cracks  in  the  roof  of  the  Great 
'  Kiva  received  an  application  of  asbestos  roof  coating. 

Ban d eli er - -Mu s eum  floor  v;as  stained  and  varnished  for  the  first 
time,  which  greatly  improved  the  appearance  of  the  museum.     Dangerous 
limbs  vfere  pruned  from  trees  in  the  campground  ond  picnic  area.     The 
20,000  gallon  vrater  reservoir  vras  drained,   cleaned,  and  placed  in  good 
c  condition. 

Canyon  de  Chelly — Nevj-  directional  signs  vrere  constructed  and 
placed  at  theVIhite  House  overlook  and  trail. 
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Maintenance,  Rehabilitation  and  General  V'ork  -  continued 

Chaco  Canyon — ^The  work  of  obliterating  the  old  buildings, 
scheduled  for  this  fiscal  year,  is  rapidly  nearing  completion. 
Material  from  the  veils  of  these  buildings  is  being  placed  along  the 
route  for  the  nevi  road,  to  be  used  for  fill  in  the  base. 

Gran  Quivira — Underground  pov/er  line  improvements  were 
accomplished  on  the  electric  system.     Fifty  feet  of  new  line  were 
installed  and  electrical  connections 'were  transferred  from  residence 
to  office  meters.     Minor  repairs  were  made  to  the  sevrer  pipe  and  the 
system  traced  out. 

Great  Sand  Dunes — Preparations  for  the  travel  season, 
rehabilitation  vrork,  and  office  vfork  kept  the  superintendent  busy  seven 
days  a  week. 

Montezuma  Castle — A  plan  for  the  installation  of  fuel  oil 
for  the  Castle  houses 'was  'approved  and  this  work  started.     At  report 
time  oil  had  been  piped  "into  residence  No.  Two  and  progress  was  being 
made  on  the  lines  to  Residence  No.  One. 

Navajo— 'Five  trailside  benches  were  made  and  placed  on  the 
Sandal  Trail.  The  vrater  pumping  system  vras  serviced  and  a  new  duck- 
board  walkway  installed  at  the  spring. 

Saguaro — All  pack  and  saddle  stock  v/ere  brought  in  from 
pasture  and  made  ready  for  the  coming  fire  season. 

Impro"\7'ements  vj-ere  made  to  the  Madrona  v/ater  system  to  cut 
pumping  time  and  expense.    Vfhen  water  is  available,  it  is  "now  possible 
to  fill  16,000  gallons  of  storage  in  approximately  2  hours. 

Tumacacori — 'ITith  unusually  dry  v/eather,  much  time  has  been 
spent  on  routine  watering  in  the  patio  garden  and  grounds  plantings. 
Also,  weeding  and  considerable  pruning  of  frost-damaged  shrubs  and 
trees  took  considerable  time.     A  routine  maintenance  check  disclosed 
a  precarious  condition  atop  the  sanctuary  dome,  which  necessitated 
repairs.     Ramps  were  constructed  to  replace  some  rather  hazardous  odd 
sized  steps  in  the  building. 

Walnut  Canyon— -Nev/  trail  markers,  prepared  by  J/Ir.  Guillet 
during  the  v/inter,  were  installed  and 'are  receiving  much  favorable 
comment.     As  time  permits,  the  superintendent  has  been  vrorking  on 
entrance  signs  for  some  of  the  monument  areas  as  v/ell  as  for  Carlsbad 
Caverns . 

Wupatki — The  information  station  at  Sunset  Crater  was  given 
one  coat  of  paint  and  the  roof  given  the  final  coat  of  oil  stain. 
Frequent  trips  have  been  made  to  the  Crater  to  check  the  booklets  in. 
the  register  stand  and  to  do  general  clean  up  work.  ■•• 

Roads  and  Trails 

Arches — Progress  on  the  Delicate  Arch  Trail  has  been  rapid 
and  the  project  is  about  two-thirds  complete. 

Bandelier — Twelve  loads  of  gravel  were  hauled  in  preparation 
for  oiling  the  r-uins  trails.     The  unpaved  section  of  the  approach 
road  was  inspected  by  State  Highv/ay  Engineer  Envin,  BPR  Engineer  Keller, 
and  Assistant  Regional  Director  Cornell.     If  the  EPR  approves,  the 
road  vn.ll  be  constructed  ori  slightly  lower  standards  so  as  to  stay 
within  available  funds.

Culverts  from  the  old 
CCC  road  will  be  removed  and  stocl<piled  for  future  use  on  the  new 
monument  road. 

Montezuma  Castle — The  trail  to  the  model  shelter  vra.s  given 
another  coat  of  bituraalsj   the  Sycamore  Trail  ivas  patched  and  a  section 
damaged  by  last  winter's  floods  rebuilt;   at  the  T  ell,  the  sp\ir  trail 
to  the  outlet  was. again  resurfaced  aid  the  loop  trail  patched.     The 
paved  entraice  road  to  the  Castle  was  patched  and  draina;'^e  ditches 
for  all  Castle  roads  cleaned, 

Navajo — Some  culverts  have  been  obtained  to  be  installed 
as  soon  as  possible.      By  controlling  the  drainage,   it  is  hoped  to 
eliminate  most  of  the  vmshing  of  the  monuaiient  roads, 

jln  extension  of  the  Sandal  Trail  was  built  leading  to  the 
hilltop  behind  the  superintendent's  residence  from  which  point  the 
visitor  has  an  awe-insoiring  view  of  the  surrounding  country.     Two 
benches  v^ere  placed  at  strategic  ooints  for  visitor  use. 

Organ  Pipe  Cactus — The  headquarters  roads  and  campground 
construction  project  has  progressed  rapidly  and  about  all  has  been 
done  that   can  be  done  prior  to  final  stalcing, 

Tonto — Good  progress  was  made  on  the  road  project.     The 
appearance  and  djrainage  along  the  completed  section  has  been  greatly 
improved. 

Walnut  Canyon — Messrs,  Gastellum  and  Guillet  met  r.dth 
Forest  Service  officials  regarding  the  right-of-way  for  the  proposed 
approach  road  and  I'lr,   Bradley  and  his  assistant,  from  the  Regional 
Office,  arrived  to  make  a  survey  of  this  same  road.

Canyon  de  Chelly — The  Thunderbird  Ranch  opened  for  biisiness 
on  April  1  —  a  month  or  six  weeks  earlier  than  usual  —  in  order  to 
accommodate  the  ever-increasing  number  of  visitors.

Headquarters  Office — One  of  the  interesting  requests  for 
photographs  vras  from  an  educational  film  company  in  England,     Mr, 
Arnberger  selected  a  series  of  pictures  illustrating  desert  conditions 
in  three  of  our  areas,   and  these  mil  be  used  in  a  film  strip  on  desert 
land  forms  being  produced  for  use  in  the  schools  in  England,     A  series 
of  publicity  photographs  on  birches.  Natural   Dridges,   and  Rainbow 
Bridge  was  selected  to  be  used  in  the  booklet.

Natural  History  Association,     In  this  connection,  Mr,  Arnberger  also 
made  extensive  corrections  on  manuscripts  for  Arches  and  Natural 
Bridges  to  be  published  in  this   booklet.

Information  was  requested  from  the  Regional  Office  regarding 
the  specifications  for  natural  history  handbooks  to  be  used  by  Ranger 
Barrel  in  the  preparation  of  a  handbook  for  Chiricalma. 

filr,  Arnberger  and  Mr«  Marsh  from  the  Regional  Office 
visited  Organ  Pipe  Cactus  for  the  purpose  of  locating  the  neij  nature 
trail  and  making  a  study  of  the  interpretive  need  on  the  UO-mile  Loop 
Drive*     Diiring  a  trip  over  the  UO-mile  loop,  Mr.  Arnberger  secured 
pictures  and  information  to  be  used  in  submitting  a  plan  for  the 
interpretive  development  of  this  drive. 

The  fourth  edition  of  the  guide  booklet  for  the  Lava  Flow 
Nature  Trail  at  Sunset  Crater  has  been  sent  to  the  Killian  Printing 
Company  in  Globe.     This  edition  will  consL  st  of  8,000  copies  and  it  is 
hoped  to  have  it  ready  for  distribution  within  the  next  two  or  three 
v/eeks.     The  revised  text  for  the  relocated  self -guiding  Massai 
Point  Trail  at  Chiricahua  was  reviewed  and  this  guide  is  now  being 
mimeographed  for  its  first  year  trail  use.     Photographs  and  information 
were  requested  from  Great  Sand  Dunes  to  be  used  in  publishing  the 
first  printed  booklet  for  the  Montville  Nature  Trail.     This  trail, 
first  used  last  simmer,  v/as  Yfell  received  by  visitors  to  the  area. 
Five  h-undred  copies  of  the  gu.ide  leaflet  for  the  Heart  of  Rocks  Trail 
v;ere  prepared  and  sent  to  Chiricahua,  as  well  as  1.000  copies  of  a 
leaflet  entitled,  Yfhat  to  See  and  Do  at  Chiricahua.

Weather 

The  weattier  during  most  of  April  was  i.iild  following  a 
cold  snap  that  started  on  the  dtii  and  during  which  tenporaturea     \g 
reached  16  degr<;es  on  tie  12tn,  The  nigh  tertperature  for  tne  month  • 
was  a  Wo.rra  62   on  tiie  26th  ana  wliich  contributed  to  the  heaviest     v>^.-.j 
travel  ever  recorded  for  a  day  in  April. 

Rain  occurred  on  only  two  days  and  amounted  to  .17  inches 
which  is  considerably  under  nonaal. 

Special  Activities 

This  was  a  tionti;  of  leave  taking  in  an  Effort  tc  get  in 
short  Yacations  before  digging  in  for  the  heavy  travel  st;a3on.  The 
Supfcilntendent  went  to  South  iJaicota  to  visit  his  parents  from  the 
2nd  to  the  12th. 

Supervisory  Ranger  Young  spent  the  17th  to  19th  at  hesa 
Verde,  Aztec,  and  Chaco  Canyon  and  Hanger  Tumey  took  a  trip  to 
Carlsbad  and  points  south  from  the  22nd  to  the  3t;t.h.  i'.r.  Young's 
planned  leave  was  interrupted  when  he  was  su.uaoned  to  jury  luty 
and  had  to  spend  several  days  in  court  at  Bernalillo,  New  lexico.

Weather 

Again  numerous  days  of  high  winds  and  blowing  sand  and  dust 
have  characterized  the  weather  for  Chaco  for  the  month,  ^uite  a 
number  of  the  dusty  days  have  been  on  heavy  travel  days  which  has  cut 
down  visitor  participation  in  the  interpretative  program.  The  high 
for  the  month  was  78  on  the  21st  and  the  low  was  6  on  the  night  of 
the  dth,  A  total  of  ,29  of  an  inch  of  precipitation,  in  the  form  of 
snow,  sleet  and  rajn,  was  recorded  for  the  month.

A  total  of  21d  people  in  68  cars  visited  the  area  this  m-^nth. 
While  this  is  not  an  increase  over  this  period  of  last  year,  we  ddnot 
have  the  Crownpoint  Indian  School  picaic  which  boosted  the  total  last 
year.  Guided  toiors  of  email  groups  consumed  much  time  this  month, 
With  the  exception  cf  the  weekends,  tours  seldom  consisted  of  more 
than  three  people. 

Administration 

Daily  duty  was  maintained  throughout  the  mmth  except  for 
lieu  days  and  a  total  cf  40  hours  annual  leave.  Eight  requests  for 
information  were  answered  and  much  time  was  spent  on  contact  and

Soil  and  2'oisture  Control 


This  month  saw  the  completion  of  ths  major  part  of  the  Soil 
and  Moisture  work  for  the  fisical  year.  A  total  of  3200  rooted 
eottonwoods  and  16,800  rooted  willows  have  been  planted.

to  these,  35,155  cuttings  were  made  frcm  wiilows  in  the  wash  and 
planted,  at  plairt'.ng  time  ricisture  conditions  were  conducive  to 
growth  but  since  that  time  only  .29  of  an  inch  of  moisture  has 
fallen. 

Grounds 

With  the  3ompl«tion  of  the  Soil  and  Moisture  Control  work 
the  Navajo  crew  was  switched  over  to  Grounds  cleanup.  The  remaining 
work  on  the  , complete  obliteration  of  the  old  buildings  scheduled 
for  this  fisical  year  is  rajkidly  nearing  completion.  Only  a  little 
work  remains,  A  lot  of  the  mateidal  from  the  walls  of  these  buildings 
is  being  placed  along  the  route  for  tbie  new  road,  and  will  be  used 
for  fill  in  the  base. 

Due  to  the  numerous  days  of  high  wind,  plus  the  increase  in" 
picnickers,  a  large  amount  of  time  had  to  be  devcted  to  area  cleanup,

Routine  maintanence  was  accomplished  during  the  month. 

Roads  and  Trails 

The  north  approach  road  was  graded  by  the  county  the  latter 
part  of  the  inonth  and  it  seems  to  be  in  good  condition.  It  had 
previously  been  extremely  rough  in  places  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
high  winds  had  blown  a..a/  the  iofter  sections  of  the  surface. 

The  roads  in  the  monument  were  patrolled  and  all  paper,  cans, 
etc.,  were  picked  up.  The  road  from  the  headquarters  area  to  the  new 
i^sidences  was  drarr/^ed  to  eliminate  a  number  of  low  sand  piles  which 
had  blown  over  the  road. 

The  remaining  culverts  along  the  main  road  were  cleaned  and 
tumbleweeds  burned  from  around  the  ends. 

Work  will  start  on  the  removal  of  the  culverts  from  the  old 
CCC  road  about  the  26th.  These  are  to  be  stockpiled  for  future  use 
on  the  new  monument  road. 

Wildlife 

The  first  rattlesnake  and  the  first  bull  snake  of  the  season 
were  observed.  We  hope  that  this  is  not  the  start  of  a  bad  summer 
for  rattlers. 
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The  white  tiiToated  cliff  swallows  returned  to  the  canyon  on 
the  nth  of  the  month  and  for  some  weeks  new  we  have  been  hearing 
the  wrens  in  the  recks.  A  Prairie  Falcon  was  observed  on  the  23rd 
and  one  k/estem  Redtailcd  Havric  was  seen  on  its  nest.

Dry  weather  was  brok«i  by  only  one  rain,  which 
fell  on  April  22  and  23.   .39  of  an  Ineh  of  precipitation  broke  a  long 
drouth  and  was  very  welcome  froa  a  fire  protection  vie%rpoint, 

Maintenance.  A  road  oil  t^^ller  spray  outfit  was  obtained 
from  Casa  Grande  to  facilitate  the  upkeep  of  our  road. 

Thc»as  N.  Grl^Tg  has  be«i  employed  as  a  trail  laborer  for  the 
past  two  weeks.  It  is  planned  to  place  him  on  the  **ugar  Loaf  fire  look- 
out by  Kay  1. 

Approaches  to  Monu:r.ent.  All  approach  roads  are  in  fair  condition. 

Interpretive  ^ervlce.  2129  visitors  were  contacted  in  the 
auseurii  in  506  groups.  2  automobile  caravans  were  ccmducted  to  Massal 
Point  with  a  total  of  64  visitors,  consuming  l|  hours  per  group.  5 
guided  hikes  were  made  with  a  total  of  72  visitors.  Four  of  these  were 
our  regular  JEcho  Can/oa  hikes  on  Sunday  and  the  fifth  was  a  Heart  of 
Socks  hike  with  19  Sierra  Club  members.  Two  campfire  talks  were  made   to 
a  total  of  43  visitors. 

For  some  reason  visitors  have  taken  a  sudd«\  interest  in  our 
Foothill  Forest  Trail.  80  took  this  selfguidcd  trail  during  the  month 
and  several  complimoits  were  received.  An  estimated  126  nnde  use  of  the 
Massal  Point  selfguided  Nature  Trail.  This  trail  has  been  revised  and 
relocated  and  can  be  placed  in  operati(»i  in  the  new  location  as  soon  as 
the  mii.ieographed  guide  sheets  are  received. 

Reaearch  and  (H>servatlon.  Ranger  Barrel  has  been  working  on  the 
card  indexing  and  identifioati(»i  of  our  herbarium.  In  connection  with 
this  work  he  has  been  corresponding  .ind  obtaining  lists  from  Bill  Reed  who 
did  considerable  work  on  our  herbarium  with  the  cooperation  of  the  American 
Museum  of  Hatxiral  History.  This  work  wad  d«rie  during  Mr.  Reed's  worit  here 
as  a  temporary  ranker  and  later  in  connection  with  his  college  woz^. 

Increase  in  Travel.  2526  visitors  came  to  Chlricahua  this 
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month.  Tiiis  establishes  an  all  tirr.e  high  for  April  and  is  54^^  or  2^fo 
ahead  of  the  previous  high  v;Mch  was  established  last  April.

complijaentary  of  your  new  signs*"       Those  are  the  signs  we  planted  last 
month  at  the  approaches  to  Montezuma  Pass. 

Miss  Sparkes  also  advises  the  Forest  Service  is  starting  cons- 
truction  of  a  culvert  to  replace  a  bridge  xidadai^  across  Mc^ntezunia  Creek, 
on  the  approach  road  east  of  our  area.     The  old  bridge  had  suffered  con- 
siderably fraa  wear  and  tear.

General 

April  was  a  d^y,  windy  month  with  temperatures  slightly  bolovr 
normal,  A  few  light  showers  occured  on  April  22  but  the  balance  of 
the  month  saw  no  precipitation.  Conditions  are  very  dry  in  the 
forested  area  at  this  time.  Fire  weather  forecasts  were  initiated 
by  the  U.S.  7/eather  Bureau  on  April  21  due  to  the  extremely  dry 
conditions  throughout  the  state. 

Chlmlnea  Creek  is  still  running  at  a  slow  rata.  We  are  endeavoring 
to  keep  the  water  storage  tanks  full  in  the  event  of  a  continuing 
dry  period.

This 
amounted  to  a  total  of  190   hours  contactbtine  for  a  average  of 
12   rainutei  per  party. 

Observations 

A  total  of  four  Gila  Monsters  have  been  found  by  monument  personnel 
during  the  oast  noath.  The  monsters  were  a  great  source  of  interest 
to  visitors,  mnnj'^  of  v/hom  secured  movies  and  photos  of  their  actions. 

The  first  White-wingea  Dove  of  the  season  was  observed  April  15.

And  from  the  diversity  of 
burial  technique  details  we  vrould  irJTer  the  possibility  the  native  population 
was  far  from  a  homof^cneous  grdup, 

A  good  deal,  of  attention  has  been  rBcessar:.  this  month 
to  complete  reports  on  housing  materials  and  utilities  available  in  this 
district,  and  on  maintenance  and  reiiabilitation  needs  here.

Wind,   diist  storms,  very  little  or  no  precipitation  — 
with  these  few  v/ords  vre  tell  the  rreather   story  for   the  month  of 
May.     Although  travel   continued  to  hoom,   many  superintendents 
thought  their  visitation  on   some  xreelz  ends  r/as  reduced  someifrfaat  by 
severe  dust  storms  and  high  v.'inds.

Weather 

More  of  the  same  as  last  month j  snow,  rain,  and  high  winds. 
Two  snows  occurred  durin,"^  the  month,  cai  the  2nd  and  11th,  Rsdns  fell 
on  the  28th,  4th,  11th,  i5^h,  17th,  and  l^h,  A  total  of  13  heavily 
overcast  days  and  14  days  of  ver^-  high  winds  wjth  the  usual  blowing 
sand  and  dust  have  played  havoc  with  the  area  in  general,  A  total 
of  ,64  of  an  inch  of  precipitation  was  recorded.  The  high  for  the 
month  was  85  degrees  on  the  22nd  and  the  low  was  8  de^^ees  en  the  30th 
of  April,  The  first  part  of  the  month  was  cliaracterized  by  low  temperatures. 

Travel 

A  total  of  346  people  in  89  cars  visited  tlie  area  for  the  month 
and  of  this  number,  192  v;ent  tlurotigh  Pueblo  Bonito  in  2?  tripe. 
Another  119  people  were  contacted  in  the  museum  who  didn't  take  the 
guided  trip  due  either  to  rain,  wind,  or  dust,  or  a  combination  of  the 
three,  or  to  a  lack  of  tiiiie,

Daily  duty  was  niaintained  throughout  the  month  except  for  a?  me 
of  the  lieu  days,  Gevonteen  requests  for  information  were  answered. 
Quite  a  bit  of  time  was  spent  with  the  crew  removing  the  ctilverts  from 
the  old  CCC  road. 

Soil  and  Moisture  Control 

The  ,64  of  an  inch  of  moisture  this  month  has  helped  the  3&1:C 
program  considerably.  Two  checks  were  made  on  the  plantings  and  nearly 
all  of  the  routed  stock  seems  to  be  doing  well.  It  is  still  to  early 
to  deterra'ne  whether  or  n<^t  the  cutt^'ngs  which  were  planted  are  going 
to  sxirv  ve.  Another  good  rain  or  two  would  make  a  lot  of  difference 
between  survival  and  dy"ng. 
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Grounds 

The  work  on  the  Grounds  Cleanup  has  been  practical I-7  completed, 
'*"11  remain Jng  evidences  of  the  Tormer  bidldings  have  been  removed  and 
the  area  needs  to  be  dragged  to  complete  work. 

Due  tc  the  continued  high  winds  plus  the  growing  number  of 
pe'^ple  using  the  picnic  grounds  quite  a  bit  of  time  has  to  be  spent 
policing  the  picnic  grrund  and  the  areaj^  to  the  east  of  it. 


Most  routine  maintanence  work  was  accomplished  during  the  month. 
Nionerous  "spring  projects"  have  been  long  delayed  because  of  lack  of  time 
to  c  mplete  them. 

Roads  and  Trails 

No  work  has  been  done  during  this  report  period  on  e'ther  the 
north  or  south  approach  roads  outside  of  the  mnument  boundry.  The  road 
to  the  south  is  in  reasonably  good  shape  with  ciily  a  little  sand  in  a 
few  places.  The  road  to  the  north  is  in  the  us\ial  shape  -  rough.  The 
"sand  pile"  Just  across  the  li^cavada  V/ash  to  the  north  is  becoming 
increasingly  difficult  to  negotiate  due  to  the  continued  winds.  Several 
visitors  have  been  stuck  in  the  sand  there.  Host  of  these  pe  pie  get  out 
by  themselves  but  a  few  have  walked  the  four  miles  to  the  m-nument  to 
get  help,  Work  is  sciheduldd  to  be  done  by  mrnument  personnel  th  a  week 
to  attempt  to  alleviate  this  condition  somewhat. 

Monument  roads  were  the  subject  of  quite  a  bit  -f  work  this  m^nth. 
The  north  section  was  graded  and  dragged  tMce  while  the  road  to  the 
south  was  dragged  twrlce  in  an  effort  to  eliminate  some  of  the  tuinble~ 
weedi  growing  in  the  road.  This  section  of  the  road  was  net  bladed  due 
to  both  lack  of  time  and  personnel, 

A  total  of  505  feet  of  culvert,  ranging  in  size  from  IS  to  42 

inches,  was  removed  firom  the  old  CCC  road  the  first  part  of  the  mrnth. 

This  material  was  stockpiled  'n  Mocking  Bird  Canyon  for  future  use, 

Several  culverts  were  net  removed  due  to  the  amount  of  overburden. 

During  a  few  cdd  nements  some  of  the  weeds  were  cut  from  the 
tra'l  through  Pueblo  Bonito  and  also  from  some  of  thgfooms  and  kivas 
'n  order  that  visitors  could  be  shown  the  floor  featiires  in  them. 


The  House  Finches  have  returned  in  force.  Quite  a  number  of  them 
are  seen  at  the  drinl^ing  fountain  behind  theoffice.  Kourhing  Doves  have 
been  observed  most  of  the  month  and  the  Scaled  Quill  are  seen  in  pairs. 
Two  Golden  Eagles  were  seen  flying  over  and  the  Turkey  Vultures  have 
returned.  Just  what  the  latter  find  to  ear  around  here  is  beyond  me  since 
conditions  are  such  that  the  jackrabbits  usually  pack  their  lunch. 

On  the  night  of  the  l6th  a  bobcat  v;as  seen  in  the  nouth  of  Mocking 
Bird  Canyon  and  three  bull  snakes  have  bsen  seen  during  this  report  period. 
One  was  on  one  of  the  high  walls  in  the  southeast  section  of  Pueblo  Boni.to 
and  caused  a  lot  of  corament  from  visitors.  Another  atte-^pted  to  ioin  an 
orientation  talk  in  the  ruseum  and  needless  to  say,  caused  a  bit  of 
commotion  aiaiong  tho  visitors. 

A  few  spring  blossoms  are  out.  Mallow  and  the  CrimaDn  Hedgehog 
are  in  bloom  in  limited  numbers.

This  has  caused  quite  a  bit  of  delay,  which  isn't  over  yet,  and  in  the 
meantime  Jack  has  recieved  an  offer  from  Carlsbad.  *^uess  everyone  has 
his  troubles.

'ih9  itisspection  trip  was  jaade  this  month  on  Kay  11,  at  vhich 
tine  the  writer  accanpunied  Jr,  Charles  Tortor,  Chief,   Preservation 
Branch,  History  division,  U'ashingtcn  Office,  and  Dale  S*  King,  liatiiralist. 
Southwestern  national  I'onuiacnts.     We  went  in  a  Headquarters  car,  'md 
followed  the  dusty  route     from    the  Nogales-Sonoita  hi{;hwuy  yia  Wasldngton 
Camp  to  Lochiol  and  east  paralleling;  the  border  to  iionteauiia  Pass. 

About  five  miles  west  of  Coronado  National  ^'kaaorial  we  saw 
the  first  speciraen  of  the  Pror^horn  Antelope  that  I  have  seen  in  this 
county.       And  in  a  little  canyon,  which  offers  tlie  oiily  running  crater

Museum  E^dilbits ;  Work  progressed  on  the  now  section  of  the 
Castle  museum.  The  case  containing  bugs  and  snakes  was  completely  re- 
designed by  Pierson  and  is  drawing  many  favorable  comments  from  visitors* 
The  geological  display,  with  the  exception  of  one  picture,  wps  completed 
by  Sutton,  This  too  is  very  attractive.  Both  Pierson  and  Sutton  heve 
been  working  on  a  lyaman*s  herbarium  which  is  proving  popxilar  with  visi- 
tors, especially  during  this  flowering  season. 

Several  Apache  artifacts  were  secured  on  loan  fran  Howard 
"Wingfield  of  Camp  Verde,  This  display  is  slated  for  installation  next 
month, 

Sutton  completed  relabeling  herbarium  folders,.  He  also  typed 
new  catalog  cards,  giving  haoh  an  index  number.  This  has  brought  our 
herberium,  which  wps  already  in  good  condition  due  to  work  of  Jackson, 
Hastings  and  others,  up  in  tip-top  shape. 

Tree  Diseases:   A  trip  to  Grand  C«?nyon  was  made  on  April  2B 
to  return  a  spray-rig  f^or  the  purpos'^  of  spraying  the  Cottonwoods  for 
control  of  tent  catipillar  and  the  Sycamores  for  lace-bug.  This  job 
was  accomplished  the  following  week  and  so  far  has  proved  effective. 

Maintenance  and  General  Workt  A  new  stand  to  hold  trail  guide 
booklets  WPS  erected  at  the  brse  of  the  Montezuma  Well  Loop  Trail.  The 
box  is  fl  sort  of  Kennesaw  Mountain  affair  and  is  mounted  on  astand  made 
from  native  stone,  A  new  register  stand  similar  to  the  one  at  the  base 
of  the  treil  was  also  erected  at  the  Well  museum.  This  letter  stand  is 
large  enough  to  hold  register  sheets. 

To  repair  leaks,  the  west  Side  of  the  Crstle  museum  was  re- 
covered with  roofing  paper.  Water  as  a  result  of  this  leaky  roof  caused 
•ome  minor  damage  to  the  interior  of  the  museum. 
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A  surplus  cooking  rang©  from  Grend  Canyon  w^s  installed  in 
residence  No»  (Diie.  Although  this  range  still  does  not  meet  fire  ssfety 
standards,  it  is  a  definite  Improvemert  over  the  stove  it  repleced.

throatod  Grey  Warbler,  and  S netted  Sandpiper,  At  the  Castle,  a  Gray 
Vlreo  was  observed.  This  bird  wbs  last  reported  in  1916  by  Jackson  and 
Taylor  as  b«ing  cocsnon  then.

At  Chiricahua,   "Everything  is  tinder-dry,  and  v.'-e  keep 
hopefully  hunbing  for  rain  clouds,"     Thai;  report  vfith  slightly 
different  wording  came  fron  most  of  tlie  areas.      It  r.-as,  hot,    dry 
and  dusty.     Vegetation  is  suffering  from  lack  of  moisture,  vrater 
holes  are  drj^ing  up,   and  the  fire   daioger  is   causing  concern.     At 
Gila   Pueblo,  r/here  tempera'tures  have  oeen  running  rrell  over  100  for 
maiiy  days,  \re  often  cast   our  eyes  toTraj.-d  the  mountair^,   hoping  to  see 
gathering  clouds  that  rrould  bring  badly  needed  shovers.

Hesrdqu£a''te'rs   Office — I'lr,   John  Stratton,    over   Personnel  Assistar 
spent  many  hours  Sunday ,~June  20,  assisting  the  Forest  Service  v/ith  re 
ports  and  other  v/ork  in  corjiection  rrith  a  large  fire  on  the  Pinal 
Uounfcains  in  I;  lie  Tonto  Ha  clonal  Pores  b  near  Globe.     At  tines  flaraes 
end   smoke  fron  this  fire  TJ-ere  plaizily  visible  fron  Gila   Pueblo. 

llfhile  not  a  headquarters  activity,  xre  believe  special  mentioni 
should  be  made  of  the   excellenb  work  Superintendent  Bre^rer  is  doing  ii 
connection  vrith  the   Jerome  Historical  Society  ond  the   Jerome  Mine 
Museum.

Weather  The  weather  was  unusually  hot  during  all  of  June  vdth  the 
exception  of  the  17th,  18th,  aiid  19th  when  .72  inches  of  rain  were 
received.  Traaperatures  generally  reached  the  nineties  in  the  day 
tiir.e  and  were  in  the  forties  at  night.  The  low  was  37  degrees  on 
the  4th  and  5th  and  the  high  was  99  degrees  on  tlie  23rd. 

The  hot  weatlier  in  the  midwest  and  south  contributed  to 
the  increase  in  travel  that  was  recorded  this  month. 

Special  Actlv-jties 

Probrbly  tlie  iiout  important  evt*nt  of  this  rrionth  was  receipt 
of  the  notice  that  beginning  July  1  Bandelier  will  operate  as  an  inde- 
pendent area  instead  of  being  one  of  the  Southwestern  liational  i  onu- 
uents  group.  The  association  with  the  Southwestern  l-.onuotents  organisa- 
tion will  be  inissed  but  it  is  believed  that  the  change  will  mean  improv- 
ed organisation  in  the  long  run,  A  trip  was  biade  to  Santa  Fe  to   discuss 
procedures  under  the  new  set  up  and  in  general  there  will  be  little 
change. 

The  Los  Alamos  Outdoor  Association  donated  another  day  of  work 
on  June  5.  They  cut  wood  for  the  cacqsground  and  cleauidd  the  stream 
througl:!  the  campground. 

The  new  fee  system  went  in  to  effect  on  June  B   with  the  15-day 
and  annual  permits.  So  far  it  seems  to  be  working  out  very   well  wi'gli 
the  checking  ranger  selling  both  pemdts  wtiicli  eliirdnates  mucii  of  t.  ne 
exchange  of  15-<iay  for  annual  pernits.  It  is  ^.ulte  notica^xu  otjdi/  ^ut^ 
new  syste:.i  is  pro^iucing  more  revenue. 

Inspections 

*ie   were  very  pleased  to  have  General  Superintendent  and  .Irs,  Davis 
with  their  daughtci-  i-Mik   e^iend  J-u.e  1  and  2  at  Bandelier  for  a  general 
inspection  which  included  trail  work^  casipgrounds,  buildings,  uusevuiie, 
and  a  discussion  with  t;ie  concessioner  on  riainterui.rice  of  tlie  lofjge 
^liaidings.  This  is  the  first  inspection  by  any  of  the  head-iuarters  staff 
since  the  bjove   to  Globe,  Arizona. 

&igineer  To.u  i'oran  caue  to  the  area  on  the  10th  to  loake  plans 
for  oiling  the  canpground  road  and  to  inspect  the  ruins  trail  oiling  Job. 
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5  Regional  Chiefs  Concessions  DiYision  Koehler  inspected  the 
Frijoles  Canyon  Lodge  on  the  10th  and  discussed  the  dining  rocwi  aub- 
concession  operation. 

Maintenance 

A  plugged  sewer  line  at  th«  lodge  was  cioaned  out  and  put  back 
in  service, 

A  new  water  fountain  was  installed  in  the  .nuseum  lobby. 

Parking  stripes  were  painted  on  the  parking  lot  which  greatly 
facilitates  the  handlinf  oi  traffic  on  busy  days, 

A  tent  frarie  was  construct^sd  in  the  carapground  for  a  H'Xl6' 
tent  in  rtiich  a  seasonal  ranger,  with  a  family,  will  live  this  svunmer. 

All  of  the  fire  hydrants  vere  repainted  with  red  paint. 

Roads  and  Trails 

Approximately  300  yards  of  the  ruins  trail  was  treated  with  an 
oil  mix.  However  the  project  had  to  be  postponed  when  the  bid  by  cont- 
ractors to  oil  tiic  campground  road  proved  to  be  excessive  and  it  was 
decided  to  do  the  work  with  i-ioniment  personael.  An  arrangement  was  made 
to  procure  an  oil  mix  froc^  tiie  A.K.C,  at  Los  Alaiuos  and  the  caompground 
road  was  corpleted  on  June  26,  Sufficient  additional  funds  were  obtained 
to  also  oil  the  residentiftl  road  andit  will  be  co/upleted  in  a  day  or  two. 

Concessioners 

Mrc,  fivelyn  Frey  reported  generally  better  business  at  the 
cabins  this  year  than  last.  There  were  3^4  lodgings  compared  with 
290  last  year. 

Business  at  the  din|»g  room  has  been  sauewhat  erratic  and 
gross  i^eceipts  amounted  to  only  $2320,00,  The  sub-concessioner  has 
had  considerable  trouble  with  obtaining  experienced  help  but  she  has 
been  able  to  maintain  good  service  niost  of  the  tirae. 

The  Superintendent  conducted  a  training  meeting  for  dining 
room  employees  in  which  Park  Service  history,  general  policies  and 
standards  were  discussed. 

Interpretive  Service 

A  total  of  3983  visitors  were  conducted  on  172  tours  of  t!ie 
ruins,  11  evening  lectures  were  giaren  to  403  visitors  coripared  with 

6  talks  and  139  people  last  year. 

The  Rainbow  Houoe  c.nd  Tjiankawi.  ruin  self -guiding  trails  received 
more  use  that  was  anticipated  with  the  result  that  the  mimeographed 
leaflets  for  both  trails  were  exhausted  and  new  supplies  had  to  be  requ- 
isitioned. 

The  Tsankawi  trail  was  revised  to  make  a  loop  trail  although 
the  last  part  will  be  rather  roxi^h  going  with  not  constructed  trail. 
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Siaall  pictograph  figures  vdll  naiSc  the  route.

Weather  Goadit3-ons,  As  is  usual  for  June,  the  weather 
has  been  hot  and  dr/.  In  tho  clddle  of  the  month  the  edg^Q   of  a 
thunderstorm  gave  us  ,11  Inches  of  rain,  ^ich  hardly  settled  the 
dust.  Recently  the  tenperature  has  risen  to  99  degrees  on  two 
occasions.  That  rr.txy  be  cool  weather  for  some  of  the  Southwestern 
Honuiaents,  but  we  are  used  to  pine-scenoed  mountain  breezes. 
Everything  here  let  tinder-dry,  and  we  keep  hopefully  hunting  for 
rain  clouds. 

General  Publicity.  We  have  received  the  article  on 
Chiricah\aa  -vrritten  by  Ijcldoa  heald  and  published  in  liesert  KaKatlne. 
It  is  well  written,  but  contains  an  extraordinary  number  of  minor 
inaccuracios. 

Approaches  to  Monuraent.  All  roads  are  in  fair  shape, 
but  most  of  th«a  are  very  dusty. 

Cooperating  Governr.>ental  Agencies,  On  June  5,  at  3 J 50 
p.m.,  the  HEA  said  "let  there  be  light".  For  the  fii^t  tim«  in 
history  the  ^'onument  males  have  been  able  to  use  electric  razors 
in  the  morning.  Unfortunately  all  has  not  gone  smoothly.  The 
•Iderly  and  makeshift  wiring  >rtiich  forraed  the  \jnderground  connect- 
ions between  buildings  has  been  unable  to  tak«  the  steady  flow 
of  current  all  day  long.  Nu-Tierous  short  circuits  have  developed, 
and  when  each  junction  box  is  uncovered  it  proves  to  b»  nysteriously 
full  of  water. 

Interpretive  Service.  In  addition  to  the  regular  junday 
afternoon  conducted  walks,  three  groups  were  given  guided  toui^ 
during  the  month.  24  Methodist  youths  were  taken  through  Echo 
Canyon  to  ileadqiiarters,  as  were  34  Presbyterians.  Another  group 
of  30  Prasb^n -rlar4S  wtjre  conducted  around  tho  lieart  of  liocks. 

Two  slide  talks  were  given  in  the  Museum,  to  a  total  of 
24  people,  and  one  illustrated  talk  ^vas  given  to  71  people  at  the 
Presbyterian  Church  Camp.

The  Foothill  Forest  Nature  Trail  was  used  by  16 
visitors  at  an  average  of  one-half  hour  per  trip«  The  new 
method  of  estimating  visitor  use  of  the  Massai  Point  Nature 
Trail  is  more  acc\irate  than  the  previous  method,  and  the  226 
users  represent  a  gratifying  increase. 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits,  The  controversial 
panel  exhibit  on  the  geologic  story  of  Chiricahua  is  now  almost 
COTipletely  obsolete.  Further  research  by  Doctor  Enlows  has  made 
this  panel,  installed  only  last  autumn,  worthless  from  an  interp- 
retive standpoint. 

Research  and  Observation.  Doctor  and  Mrs,  Harold  E, 
liilows  arrived  here  on  June  13,  and  stayed  for  almost  two  weeks. 
During  that  time  Dr.  Enlows  did  further  field  work  and  research 
concerning  the  geology  of  Chiricahua.  His  findings  have  changed 
the  storj''  considerably.  Although  much  more  work  could  and  should 
be  done  on  the  formations  underlying  the  welded  tuffs  in  and  around 
the  Monximent,  the  volcanic  story  is  now  clear,  A  little  more  lab- 
oratory work  remains  to  be  done,  but  when  we  get  the  results  of 
that.  Dr.  Enlows'  paper  will  be  complete.  He  has  spent  a  lot  of 
time  and  effort  on  this  work,  and  the  results  should  not  be  under- 
estimated. His  understanding  of  the  interpretive  values  as  well 
as  the  purely  scientific  aspect  involved  are  deserving  of  a  vast 
amount  of  praise  and  thanks, 

Mrs,  Enlows  spent  most  of  her  visit  at  the  typewriter, 
whipping  into  finished  form  Dr.  Enlows  work.  To  her,  too,  we  aro 
very  grateful. 

Ranger  Barrel  spent  one  full  day  in  the  field  with  Dr, 
Enloir/s,  and  gained  thereby  a  much  greater  understanding  of  the 
geologic  story, 

Mr,  Floyd  Sabins,  graduate  student  in  Geology  at  Yale 
University,  visited  the  Monument  on  June  6,  He  will  spend  the 
summer  working  on  the  Cochise  Head  Quadrangle,  vrtiich  includes 
most  of  Chiricahua  National  Monument.  We  vdll  aid  him  in  any  way 
possible,  and  will  await  his  findings  with  much  interest. 

Decrease  in  fravel.  This  month  2,817  people  visited 
the  area^  231  fewer  than  last  year's  record,  or  a  decrease  of  S'^, 
The  travel  for  the  calendar  year  is  now  12,339,  or  17^   above  the 
previous  record  of  last  year,  and  greater  than  any  figure  for  a 
full  year' s  total  previous  to  1947.  The  seasonal  shift  in  camp- 
ground use  is  marked;  fewer  long-term  campers  than  last  month,  and 
more  picnickBrs  and  week-end  heat-escapers.

Museum  Exhibits  t  At  the  "^ell,  time  between  visitors  was  de- 
voted to  e:&ibit  construction*  Tiwo  panels  at  the  museum  were  completed 
and  painting  for  a  third  is  now  beinr;  prepared*  The  Apache  exhibit  for 
the  Castle  museum  is  in  preparation*  More  plants  were  collected  and 
mounted  for  the  Laymen's  Herbarium* 

iBsoeroh  and  ObBervationi  An  archeological  research  program 
was  worked  up  and  submitted  with  recommendations  for  approval*  This 
program  includes  excavation  of  a  couple  of  ruins  in  the  Cnstle  area  and 
one  at  the  Well, 

Pieraon  cataloged  and  stored  over  100  archeological  specimens 

excavated  this  past  year  fron.  Richards  cave  3  miles  north  of  the  orea* 

This  work,  as  previously  mentioned,  is  being  done  in  cooperation  with

Mule  deer  have  been  observed  off  and  on  at  the  '"ell,  and  gray 
foxes  recorded  at  both  the  Well  and  Castle,  A  Warbling  Viero  constituted 
a  new  bird  record  at  the  "^ell. 

Tree  Diseases i  Tremendous  improvement  in  the  vigor  end  ap- 
pearance of  t'he  Sycamore  trees  over  their  condition  of  last  year  has  been 
noted.  This  is  probably  due  in  part  to  insecticide  treatment  accomplished 
lest  month*  In  fact,  it  is  beginning  to  appear  doubtful  if  "these  trees 
will  need  extensive  pruning  this  fall  as  has  been  previously  recom  ended.

month  with  sales  agency  and  factory.

Research  a.ad  Observations;  The  three  young  cardinals  that 
were  doing  so  well  in  a  tree  behind  the  ranger  residence  were  killed 
and  their  nest  wa^;  torn  frorrv  its  perch,  Iiiach  bird  had  blod  to  death 
fxN>m  tv^TO  cuts  in  Jiis  neck.  It  looked  as  if  it  might  be  the  result 
of  pecking  by  another  bird,  Maintenanceman  Deublor  observed  a  road 
ru.roer  kill  a  horned  toad.  Occasionally  the  bird  would  grab  the  toad 
with  its  beak  and  throw  the  toad  up  into  the  air, 

V      Four  kissing  bugs  were  found  in  the  ranger  residence ,  These 
were  sent  with  five  others  from  the  Amerind  cave  dig  and  from  main- 
tenanceman  Deubler's  hox-ne  in  Tubac,  to  Dr.  3hend.n  F.  V/ood  of  Los 
Angeles  City  Gollef-e,for  identification.  We  have  seven  more  to  send 
him  thie  week,  FollowiriT  is  a  quotation  from  liis  letter  1 

"The  large  bugc;  frori  Bull:-rd's  residence  are  Triatoma 
lon'_u.pe8.  We  do  not  know  what  other  animals  it  feeds  upon  besides 
man, TT  is  slow  and  sluggish  and  I  suspect  comes  from  ground 
squirrel  burrows  or  dens  of  larger  anrlmals.  Both  epeciiaens  wore 
negative  for  trypanosomes.  This  is  a  new  record  to  ne  for  occurrence, 
Cne  lon^ipss  fro;ii  tiie  Bullard  residence  has  nuiaerous  bacteria  which 
were  actively  aotile.  Although  some  studies  have  been  raade  on  this 
group  in  Triatoma,  so  far  no  dangerous  patriogens  have  be  on  found 
living  in  the  bugs,  I  have  also  seen  the  bacteria  in  a  bug  Vt, 
Arnberger  forwarded  fro:,i  Globe," 

The  two  Amerind  Found-^.tion  digs  in  the  vicinity  of  Tumacacori 
have  proved  to  be  important  enough  trat  Charles  ni  Peso  and  Barton 
ijright  will  retxirn  in  September  for  nine  months  of  further  investiga- 
tion. This  research  is  of  interest  tc  us  in  that  it  is  the  only 
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archaaological  work  that  has  been  done  south  of  Tucson  except  '^rork 
done  on  the  raonument.  Maybe  some  information  vdll  become  available 
on  the  period  inuaediately  prior  to  tiie  arrival  of  Father  Kino,  The 
monument's  cop;/  of  Di  Peso's  report  on  the  Sobaipuri  Indians  has 
been  received.

Subject  I  Monthly  Narrative  Report,  Wupatki  and  Sunset  Crater  National 
Monuments. 

Weather i 


The  wea-tiier  continues   to  be  dry  and  windy  urith  no  preoipitatLon 
recorded  for  -the  month   to  date.      The   total  precipitation  for  the  first  6 
months   of  this  year  stands  at   .86  inches  -with  no  rainfall   since   last  April. 
The  month  has  been  quite  warm  with   a  hi^   of  103  degrees   on  June  23  and  a 
low  of  43   on  June  2. 

The  rain  gauges   over  the  area  were  measured  on  June  3  and 
data  sent  in  to  the  Museum  of  Northern  Arisona   for   their  records. 

Inspections; 

On  June  15,   Landscape  Architect  Charlie  Carter  and   Engineer, 
Willard  Bradley,  Engineering,  Aid, Kit  7fing  and  Draftsman  Virgil  Torbert 
visited  Wupatki  to  make  a  prelimanary  survey  of  the  route  of  the  new 
road  from  the   Earth  Crack  section  to  Wupatki  Ruin. 

Maintenance  and  General  V^ork: 


A  new  flagpole  was  made  for    Sunset  Crater  and  installed  on 
the  nast  side   of  the   parking   area  near   the   contact  station.      Three   panes 
of  glass  were  replaced  in  the   contact  station  at  Sunset  Crater. 

The  5  UN  diesel  electric  plant  at  Heiser  burnt  out  the  governor 
solinoid  and  this  part  and  two  other  switchs  were  replaced  by  the  company 
free   of  charge.      Both   plants  are  running  fine  at  this  date. 

Roads  and  Trails: 


The  section  from  the    Citadel   to  the    Earth   Cracks  was  widened, 
some   trees  removed  and   a  good  many  loads    of  rock  removed  from  the    right 
of  way,     Material  vas  hauled  on  the   section  close  to    the   Citadel.    Th* 
first  7  miles  from  the  highway  in  is  coming   right   along   now  in  fine  shape. 

The  entrance   road  to    Sunset   Crater  is   getting   in  bad  shape  due 
to  the  very  dry  weather  and  material  is  being    dumped  on  it  in  order  to 
keep  it  open  until  the  rains  come  6uad    allow  us    to  blade  It  smooth. 
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At  Y/upatlci  1800  people  in  572  parties  were  contacted  for  an 
aTerage  time   of  15  minutes  per  party. 

At  SunJiet  Crater  3420  people  took  the   Lava  Plow  trail  around 
tiUl' .lava  flow  and  554  people  climbed  to  the  top  of  ihe  crater

Due  to  the  dry  weather,  no  rain  this  year,  the  Green 
Ephedra  is  browi  and  all  specimens  are  poor.  •  .The  Gall  eta,  Needle-and- 
Thread  and  Indian  Rice  grasses  are  still  dormant  and  most  of  these 
specimois  have  beai  tramped  out  or  covered  with  blowing  sand... The 
stakes  have  been  moved  to  better  specimens  but  it  is  doubtful  that  the 
common  person  can  tell  one  type  of  brorm,  probably  dead,  grass  from 
the -other."     It  is  hoped  late  summer  rains  vd.ll  remedy  this  condition.

Iiontoz\ima  Castle — The  DDT  spraying  at  Llontezuma  ITell  has 
proved  effective  as  there  are  almost  no  tait-caterpillars  in  the  cotton- 
rroods  and  the  sycamores  are  v.dthout  major  infestation.     The  cottomToods 
in  the  picnic  area,  however,  are  badly  in  need  of  a  major  pruning  job, 
which,  it  is  hoped,  can  be  accomplished  this  fall  before  the  leaves 
drop.

The  surro-ondlng  country  as  a  rule  has  been  well 
soaked  but  so  fnr  the  hettV3?-  rains  '.ave  missed  Chiricaima. 

Mai.nt8n??nce.  The  road  and  brail  sif-ns  throup,hout  the  witire 
BaonuiTient  are  underr^oinr  a  thorou^^h  revision.  Several  signs  liave  been 
reiurbiahed.  Three  new  signs  have  been  installed.  Five  others  are  ready 
for  installation  and  inore  arc  uncJer  cons -ruction,  \il\en   this  orogran  is 
completed  there  should  he  no  reason  for  any  visitor  to  becon-e  confused  along 
the  trails. 

We  still  contLiue  to  i.ave  trouble  with  our  electric  system, 
oeveral  hours  vere  spent  by  the  raaf/er  and  superintendent  tracing  down  a 
baci  Swort  in  tne  superintendent's  residence. 

Approaches  to  Monunent.  Since  the  rains  beran  the  dirt  reads 
ave  been  in  poor  condition, but  usually  passable.  Even  on  the   p  .vod  road 
iaitors  Ijave  had  to  proceed  idth  caution  due  to  streams  flowing  across 

lae   Highway, 

Interpretive  Service.  Tvk'O  i-eguiarly  scheduled  conducted  walks 
were  taken  to  Echo  Par!:  and  70ur:£;2tcr3  from  tlie  >iethouist  Church  Cainp  in 
nearby  pinery  Canyon  v/erc  flven  two  special  trips,  luU'  inp  a  rnonths  total 
of  4  trips  and  71  people  for  an  average  of  two  hours. 

Two  half  hour  i::!t  u-px-etivt;  talks  -were  piven  to  a  total  of  33 
.eople,  1931  people  in  429  parties  visited  the  museum.  The  foothill

No  fires  were  reported 
on  the  monument  but  the  surrounding  Coronado  National  Forest  had  a  number 
of  small  lightninf^  fires.

Weather.     The  hot  spell  which  has  atfected  New 
Mexico  was  also  in  evidence  here,     liighs  of  97  and  98  have  madtt 
the  weather  here  wermer  than  last  year.     There  have  been  very  few 
high  winds  and  on  the  whole  the  temperature  has  been  quite 
pleasant.     Moisture  has  been  al/iioet   adequate  with  a  precipitation 
reading  of  2.42  inches  received  in  12  showers  azid  our  vegetation 
is  tjreener  than  it  has  been  for  many  years* 

Local.     A  good  bean  crop  seenis  more  certain  this 
year  because  of  the  rains  received  this  month.     Lo-^al  farmers 
are  optimistic.     The  wheat  harvesting  has  started  and  combine 
crews  have  moved  into  the  area  -  the  averacgs  yeild  on  the  wheat 
orop  ware  not  high.

9»r>oi«#  Roaci  an'    Trail  '*'>aintenance.     Tbe  monument  approach 

rdad  mis  dragged  several  tiii^s  diirin^,  t>.e  rxonth  to  attempt  to  smooth 
the  surface  and  fill  in  the  rough  spots.     The  road  dragging  and 
the  crushed  rock  filings  placed  on  the  road  end   parking  area  last 
month  has  been  an   improvement.     The  recent  rains  had  eroded  some  of 
the   sand  from  the  steep  parts  of  the  trails  »nd  these  were  filled.

Then,  on  July  19,  the  Monument  was  well  mentioned  in  the  Arizons 
Republic  in  s  special  edition  covering  the  Verde  Valley,  Again  a  pioture 
of  the  Castle  appeored  on  the  front  page  of  the  section. 

Accidents i  On  July  5,  four  enlisted  men  from  Luke  Air  Field 
overturned  their  car  on  the  small  hill  .just  east  of  the  Montezuma  '^'ell 
rusexBn.  This  accident  was  a  result  of  excessive  speed,  and  fortunatley 
the  occupants  suffered  only  minor  cuts  ^nd  bruises.  A  SUW   sign  was 
erected  at  the  top  of  this  hill,  but  is  failing  to  deter  the  more  im- 
petuous visitors. 

Roads  and  Trails:  Of  importance  to  the  Monument  was  completion 
of  the  seal  coating  of  the  paved  entrance  ro«d  to  the  Castle,  This  work 
was  accomplished  on  July  6,  by  W.  J,  Henson  and  Co.  of  Prescott, 

Tree  Dieases  i  By  now  the  result  of  this  Springs's  DDT  spray- 
ing project  at  Montezuma  'Well  can  fairly  well  be  ascertained,  Canpared 
to  last  year,  there  are  almost  no  tent-caterpillars  in  the  Cottonwc^dB 
and  the  Sycamores  are  without  major  infestation.  However,  the  Cotton- 
woods  .in  the  picnic  area  are  still  badly  in  need  of  a  major  pruning  job, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  this  can  be  accomplished  this  fall  before  the  leaves 
fall. 

Research  &  Observation:  Bird  life  diminished  during  the  hot 
weather  to  about  40  species,  but  with  the  coming  of  summer  rain,  plants 
like  the  sunflower,  cardinal -flower  and  wild  morring-glory  were  stimu- 
lated into  bloom, 

Dr#  Willis  W,  YTirth,  of  the  Division  of  Ir^seot  Detection  and 
Identification,  TT,  S,  National  Ifi^seum,  Washington,  wisited  the  Well  and 
made  some  small  collections  of  Diptera,  or  biting  midges,  H©  also  noted 
that  the  Anopheles  mosquito  is  present  here  but  doubts  the  likelihood 
of  nearby  malarial  soxiroes.

Weather 

During  August  the  weather  continued  much  the  seme  as  in 
July.

Ag;;.i 
stormy  weather  seemed  to  keep  visitors  away  from  some  of  the  monuments^ 
especially  the  more  remote  ones  that  are  accessible  only  ovci"  unpaved 
roads .

Interpretive  Service 

At  headquarters  Mr.  King  spent  approximately  two  days  editing 
the  new  trail  booklet  for  the  mission  and  grounds  at  Tumacacori,  and 
took  it  to  the  printer  on  August  Ih. 

iii'hile  visiting  Walnut  Canyon,  lir.  i^ing  was  much  impressed  by 
the  originality  and  excellence  of  the  cleverly  painted  pictographic 
station  numbers  on  the  Island  Trail, 

At  Montezuma  Castle,  Tuzigoot,  Sunset  Crater  and  Vmpatki  he 
found  many  people  using  the  trail  booklets. 

At  the  August  meeting  of  the  NFFE,  Mr.  Amberger  presented  an 
illustrated  program  featuring  colored  slides  of  areas  administered  by 
the  National  Park  Service.  The  slides  were  furnished  by  the  Washington 
Office  and  had  been  used  previously  in  presenting  budget  needs  of  the 
Service  before  Congressional  committees. 

At  Chaco  Canyon,  Seasonal  Ranger  Romano  started  work  on  a 
proposed  self -guided  nature  trail  for  Chettro  Kettle. 

A  la  tern  slide  lecture  vjas  given  to  a  group  of  Girl  Scouts 
at  Chiricahuaj  four  hikes  were  conducted.  As  usual,  the  i^ssai  Point 
self "guided  nature  trail  proved  popular  with  visitors. 

Montezuma  Castle--The  Washington  Office  vjas  furnished  a  33- 
minute  recording  of  interpretive  activities  at  Montezuma  Castle  and 
Well.  This  included  an  average  contact  at  the  Well  iluseum,  an 
archeological  talk  on  the  Castle,  and  an  excerpt  from  a  forthcoming 
progi-am  of  bird  calls. 

Nava.jo  personnel  conducted  30  trips  to  Betatakin  Ruins. 
Vhen  it  is  considered  that  each  of  these  trips  requires  about  three 
hours,  considerable  time  is  devoted  to  guided  trips.  One  camp fire 
talk  was  given. 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits 

The  museum  at  Montezuma  Castle  and  the  one  at  Montezuma 
^ell  were  highly  commended  by  Naturalist  King.  He  states  that  "they 
reflect  expenditure  of  great  ingenuity-  and  ability,  and  probaWy  are 
the  best  locally-made  exhibits  ever  to  be  installed  in  the  Southwestcjrn 
National  Monuments".  At  the  Well  museum,  the  panel  painting  of  legends 
of  Montezuma  Well,  contributed  by  ilrs.  Elsie  Spangle  of  Walnut  Canyon, 
is  very  popular  with  the  visiting  public.  An  oil  painting  showing  the 
Verde  Valley  as  it  probably  appeared  in  Pleistocene  times  was  added  to 
the  Geological  panel  in  the  Castle  meseum.  This  painting  was  dtohe  by 
a  professional  artist  friend  of  Ranger  Suttoni  using  materials  pur- 
chased by  the  Sout.hw<»st*^m  tw^wments  Association* 


Southwesto.m  Nation-al  i'ionuroents 
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Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits  -  Continued 

Mr.  King  was  delighted  with  the  fine  museum  developed  in 
Jerome,  Arizona,  under  the  direction  of  James  W,  Brewer.  This  museum, 
according  to  hr.  King,  should  do  much  to  place  Jerome  on  the  map  as  the 
"biggest  ghost  town  in  America".  We  feel  rather  closely  related  to 
this  museum  as  it  sells  all  pertinent  booklets  of  the  Southwestern 
Monuments  Association,  and  wooden  signs  for  the  Verde  Valley  monuments 
will  be  made  in  the  fine  workshop  in  the  basement  of  the  museum. 
Approximately  one-half  of  the  10,000  Jerome  booklets  published  by  the 
Association  have  been  sold  in  less  than  three  months. 

Superintendent  Aubuchon,  Navajo,  reported  some  appreciated 
donations  to  the  museum--a  metate  and  mano  by  Bobby  Patterson  of  Cow 
Springs,  and  a  postcard  rack  by  the  Fronske  Studio,  Flagstaff. 

Research  and  Observation 

Mr.  King  discussed  with  Mssrs.  Brewer  and  Burroughs  at 
Wupatki  the  desirability  of  clearing  a  small  area  at  the  Citadel  which 
is  to  be  used  for  parking.  Mr.  Burroughs  w ill  run  a  soil  profile 
trench  and  carry  out  the  additional  work  required  to  determine  the 
presence  of  any  prehistoric  material  in  the  area. 

Approval  vjsls   given  to  the  issuance  of  a  collecting  permit 
to  Dr.  Donald  Hoffmeister  of  the  University  of  Illinois  for  collecting 
small  mammals  at  Wupatki. 

Dr.  Sherwin  F.  V/ood  who  has  been  examining  kissing  bugs 
collected  in  Southwestern  National  Monuments  areas  reported  two  im- 
portant discoveries  so  far  this  summer.  Specimens  of  kissing  bugs, 
Triatoma  sp.  from  Tonto  have  revealed  the  presene  of  Trypanasoma  cruzi, 
the  causative  agent  of  Chagas  disease  (a  serious  public  health  problem 
in  Central  and  South  America,  but  so  far  no  genuine  case  of  the  dis- 
ease has  been  identified  in  the  United  States);  Triatoma  sanguisuga 
indictiva  were  located  at  Tumacacori,  verifying  the  location  of  this 
species,  which  had  previously  been  in  doubt. 

Mr.  Don  B.  Stallings,  a  collaboratoij  found  a  rare  butterfly. 
Mega thymus  ursus  in  Chiricahua.  In  addition  to  this  one  specimen  at 
Chiricahua,  it  appears  there  are  only  eight  other  specimens  of  this 
exceedingly  rare  butterfly  known  in  the  entire  world. 

Superintendent  Farr  at  Capulin  Mountain  reported  an  inter- 
esting wildlife  observation:  "Mrs.  Farr  and  I  had  the  pleasure  yestei 
day  evening  of  watching  a  bobcat  charm  a  rabbit  and  those  who  are 
skeptical  about  such  an  operation  may  take  my  word  for  it,  they  sure 
can  get  the  job  done.  This  little  bunny  was  completely  overcone  while 
thebig  cat  crawled  to  within  striking  distance,  ^i/e  then  moved  in  and 
forced  the  cat  to  take  his  eyes  off  the  bunny.   Then  the  rabbit  be- 
came alive  and  hopped  av:ay,  while  the  big  cat  gave  us  a  disgusted  growl 
and  sneaked  off  in  the  bushes." 

The  Southwestern  Forest  and  Hange  Experiment  Station, 
University  of  New  Mexico,  made  an  analysis  of  the  vegetation  inside 
the  fenced  portion  of  the  monument  as  compared  with  that  outside,  at 
Gran  Quivira.  The  monunent  will  be  furnished  vrith  a  copy  of  the  re- 
port.

The  current  program  at  Aztec  iuins  was  completed  under 
Archeologist  Richert's  supervision  and  then  he  returned  to  Chuco  Canyon, 
where  he  resumed  active  work  on  Kin  Kletso.  Mr.  Vivian  completed  the 
Gran  Quivira  excavations  report,  a  very  fine  153-page  dccuiaent,  ihich 
it  is  hoped  can  be  published  within  the  coning  year. 

Travel 

Again  this  month  some  of  our  superintendents  thought  weather 
reduced  travel  to  their  areas  somewhat,  anri  considerinf^  the  thunder- 
stcrms  that  occurred  in  places,  with  resultant  floods,  irvOohed-out  roads 
and  other  phenomena  that  accompany  our  Southwestern  summer  storms,  oliiy 
probably  are  right.  Despite  decreases  over  the  previous  year  in  a  Te^ 
areas,  travel  for  August  i^ias   3  per  cent  above  that  of  Aug-art,  1952,  arid 
for  the  travel  year  to  date  ve   are  16  per  cent  ahead  of  la^t  year.

Seems  as  visitation  increases,  more  thoughtless  persons  are  in  the 
crowds  and  they  are  the  ones  v-ho  cause  trouble  for  the  overworked 
personnel  in  small  one  and  tvjo  man  areas. 

'Jalnut  Canyon- -Eight  hours  were  spent  by  the  supGrirtendtv^t 
and  seasonal  ranker  putting  out  n   fire  in  a  huge  snag  in  what  is  pei  • 
haps  the  roughest  part  of  the  monument.  Again  on  Aug-ast  21  a  larg^, 
tree'  was  struck  by  lightning  during  a  heavj'  rainstorm.   However,  the 
folloxving  morning  smoke  again  aopeared  and  tids  Tr^as  completely  -^x- 
tingnished.  It  appears  the  tree  will  survive.

This  line  again  became  clogged  on  July  30  and 
several  feet  of  it  were  dug  out  without  finding  a  clean-out  plug. 
A  jilumber  used  a  sewer  auger  through  a  hole  broken  in  the  line. 

On  August  1  the  power  was  off  frooi  early  morning  to  8j30 
A.  M.  and  from  12:00  to  2iOO  ?•  U,  The  trouble  was  corrected  when 
a  limb  resting  on  the  line  near  ovur  pump  shelter  was  x^moved. 

A  leak  in  the  2  in*l  water  line  near  the  superintendent's 
residence  was  located  and  repaired. 

Natvu*al  gas  service  for  all  the  area  west  of  the  Animas 
River  was  interrupted  for  several  hours  on  the  night  of  August  6  when 
a  digging  machine  broke  the  main  line. 

The  sewer  line  from  the  restrooms  became  plug^^ed  again  on 
August  7  and  an  old  septic  tank  serving  as  a  trap  w  as  discovered  15 
feet  from  the  building.  This  was  so  full  that  it  was  obstructing  the 
line  and  it  was  pumped  out  with  a  cesspool  pisap  on  August  8. 

The  electric  power  was  again  off  for  3  hours  on  August  18 
when  the  main  engine  in  the  plant  at  Farmington  broke  down. 

Protection;  A  hole  broken  through  the  screen  wire  in  the 
door  at  the  east  end  of  the  series  of  seven  roofed  rooms  in  the 
main  ruin  was  repaired  after  it  was  discovered  that  visitors  were 
entering  here  before  or  after  hours. 

Stabilization  and  Drainage:  Archeologist  Riohert  returned 
from  Chaco  on  July  23  to  resume  stabilization  work  with  1954  fiscal 
yeeur  funds.  This  work  was  completed  on  August  20  and  Mr.  Richert 
has  forwarded  a  report  to  Mr.  Vivian.  Work  was  done  on  14  rooms  and 
7  kivas  in  the  central  housing  block  where  stabilization  rangei^  from 
minor  pointing  and  spall ing  to  major  repair.   In  the  case  of  two 
kivas  this  involved  the  removal  of  loose,  unsightly  concrete  capping 
and  replacement  with  stabilized  mortar. 

A  thorough  check  was  made  of  the  East  Ruin  and  roof  timbers 
in  rooms  1  and  3  were  supported.  Flees  or  other  insects  in  these 
rooms  made  the  use  of  insibcticide  necessary  before  work  could  be 
done  in  them. 

The  drainage  tile  buried  deep  in  a  trench  cj.   the  north 
side  of  the  ruins  was  inspected  by  Hastings  and  Riohert  and  found 
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to  be  funotloning.

Roads  and  Trails 

The  main  monunent  road  was  graded  twice  dux^ing  the  month  by 
the  Indian  Sem'ce  from  Cro;mpoint.  Due  to  lack  of  moisture  hoi^rever 
the  road  is  back  in  poor  condition.  Roads  v;ere  policed  boundry  to 
boundry  twice  with  quite  a  bit  of  trash  picked  up..  Jith  the  heav^'- 
travel  fpr  the  montl.  tlrin  latter  has  become  quite  a  piTblem  especially 
now  that  the  trading  posts  have  started  selling  "Near  Beer",  The 
Navajos  seem  to  like  it  and  from  the  number  of  bottles  picked  \xp 
al'  ng  thui  road  the  sales  seem  to  be  good. 

All  of  the  road  signs  in  the  area  were  re-lettered  vdth  good 
results.  Some  of  the  old  iirooden  signs  are  scheduled  for  removal  since 
the  time  consumed  in  scraping,  re-painting,  and  re-lettering  is  so 
large,  v/e  hope  to  have  some  cement  signs  soon  to  replace  these. 

Some  Trfork  was  done  in  odd  moments  on  the  trail  to  the  overlook 
back  of  Pueblo  Bonito.  Loose  gravel  had  been  a  ha  sard  and  this  va.s 
removed.  V/ork  on  this  section  of  the  trail  to  alleviate  this  danger 
is  scheduled  for  this  faU  or  winter. 

New  Road  Construct  ion 

The  construction  of  the  new  Headquarters  to  ]\ieblo  Bonito  road 
was  cc:  pleted  and  work  stopped  on  the  14th.  -^'he  tractor  and  a  crew  of 
three  Uavajos  did  vn?rk  on  during  the  week  of  t  e  17th.  The  tractor 
leveled  the  duinp  piles  and  the  Indians  removed  the  large  rocks.  All 
that  remains  to  be  dene  as  far  as  c  nstrnction  goes  :s  for  the  fill 
material  to  be  scarified  and  graded,  7e  liope  that  this  will  be  done 
this  ccroing  spring  when  there  is  enough  moisture  in  the  material  to 
bond  it.  At  prer.ent  is  is  used  very  little  due  to  the  lack  of  compaction 
of  the  surface  material.

Weather*  Aupust,  so  far,  has  been  scanewhat  drier  than  July. 
July  gave  us  >.20  inches  of  rain  conpared  with  2.11  so  far  in  August. 

Inspections.   Assistant  Regional  Director  Miller  and  Kr.  Jebens, 
department  of  the  interior  inspector,  spent  several  hours  on  the  'nonunent 
on  July  31>  ^^^^   discussed  Park  Service  work  and  methods. 

Assistant  Regional  Director  Cornell  spent  several  hours  on  the 
monuir^ent  on  August  6  and  went  over  maintenance  and  improvements  with  the 
superintendent. 

Mr,  Moot  of  the  Globe  office  arrived  the  afternoon  of  August  12 
and  spent  the  rest  of  the  day  and  all  of  Aufust  13  going  over  the  proposed 
revision  of  the  electric  systan  to  provide  for  complete  R5A  service  to  the 
raonumoit,  A  number  of  other  proposed  rehabilitation  were  also  checked  with 
the  superintendent. 

Approaches  to  ^:onument.  All  approach  roads  to  the  raonur  ent  have 
reiuained  in  fair  condition.  However,  local  downpours  of  rain  have  sometines 
made  some  of  the  roads  impassable  for  a  short  time. 

Concessioners.  Lack  of  a  concessioner  or  anyone  else  to  serve 
single  meals  contiaues  to  be  one  o7  our  problens.  With  the  Silver  Spur 
^^anch  serving  practically  no  meals  except  to  overnight  foiests  and  charges 
for  overnight  guests  running  510*00  per  day,  many  visitors  are  disappointed 
in  not  being  able  to  get  a  lunch  here  or  stay  overnight  within  the  limits  of 
their  pocketbooks.  The  best  chance,  for  those  who  know  aiiead  of  time, is 
for  visitors  to  bring  their  own  lunches  or  food  and  do  their  own  cooking 
in  one  of  the  Faraway  ^^anch  cabing  which  can  be  rented  at  very  reasonable 
prices. 

Cooperating  Government  Agencies.  Following  the  dividing  of  the 
Crook  National  Forest  among  other  local  national  forests  the  local  ranger 
district  has  been  enlarpea  anu  tlie  district  ranger  stationed  in  Willcox. 
Cooperation  by  the  local  forest  force  has  always  been  good  and  we  feel  that 
it  will  continue  to  be  although  we  will  not  be  in  as  close  touch  with  the        , 
district  ranger  as  we  were  when  he  was  stationed  just  over  the  mountain  at       \\ 
Portal.  '■

Interpretive  Services.^  Four  conducted  hikes  were  made  vdth  a 
total  of  73  visitors.  One  lantern  slide  lecture  was  £dven  to  22  girl  scouts 
at  the  Methodist  camp  near  the  r.onunent.  22  visitors  used  the  self  guided 
Foothill  Forest  Trail  and  an  estimated  362  the  ^';assai  Point  selfguided 
nature  trail.  248?  visitors  were  contacted  in  the  museum  in  505  parties, 

gravel.  2868  visitors  came  to  Chiricahua  this  month.  This  is 
an  even  500  short  of  the  3368  for  August  of  1952.  This  is  the  third 
month  on   which  we  have  lost  sorr.e  travel  comy^ared  with  a  year  ago,  but  we 
are  still  over  3  %  ahead  of  this  time  last  year.

Forest  Fire  Protection.  The  Chiricahua  force  put  out  one  small 
fire  for  the  Forest  Service  about  1  mile  south  of  the  monument  boundary. 

A  recent  heavy  rain  together  with  green  annuals  has  lowered  the 
fire  dangefc*  to  where  we  felt  we  could  let  the  fire  control  aid  go  from 
the  lookout,  at  leaSt  for  a  while.

Weather ,  This  has  been  a  month  of  cool  temperatures, 
thunder  8  tor  ins,  and  brief  shovers.  Almost  dally  cumulous  cloud 
buildup  was  observed  and  precipitation  totalled  £.72  Inches  re- 
ceived In  15  shoviers.   Lle'htning  and  thunder  accompanied  all  storms 
and  hall  was  reported  as  falling  Just  South  of  the  monument  on  the 
20th.  The  average  maximum  temperature  was  87  degrees  and  the  average 
minimum  55  degrees. 

Storm  damaf:;e  to  crops  from  the  hell  storm  of  the  20th 
Was  negligible  in  the  immediate  vicinity  but  over  a  half  million 
dollars  in  crop  damage  was  reported  from  the  Estancle  valley,  35 
miles  North. 

Visitors.  Dr.  Don  Lehmer,  University  of  Nebraska, 
who  is  presently  doing  archeolo,vlcal  work  on  the  pipe  line  project, 
visited  the  area  on  the  14th.  The  Superintendent  accompanied  him 
over  part  of  the  line,  which  passes  East-West  about  a  mile  and  a 
half  North  of  the  monument  boundaries.  Tfc'ork  crews  are  expected 
here  in  about  a  month. 

Maintenance.  Several  man  days  were  expended  In  the 
cleanup  of  both  mission  sites,  \\eeds  were  more  of  a  problem  this 
year  and  experimental  weed  killin  :  sprays  were  tested  but  the  best 
device  seems  to  be  the  hoe  and  rake.  Loose  rubble  was  removed  from 
the  interior  of  the  buildings  and  minor  veneer  replacement  accom- 
plished. 

Eight  trips  were  made  for  drinking  v.ater.  Our  stake 
truck  was  under  repair  for  a  two  week  period  and  with  empty  cisterns 
the  pickup  and  small  tank  were  put  into  emergency  service. 

Vlth  li^tning  storms  at  their  peak  our  telephone  line 
maintenance  increased.  Service  was  cut  off  for  several  days  when 
lightning  split  two  insulators  and  burned  out  the  repeatln-  coll. 
Repairs  were  made  by  the  Superintendent  and  a  lessee  of  the  line.

Research,  CooperBtinf;  A::encles.  The  Southwestern  Forest 
and  Range  Experiment  Station,  University  of  Neve  Mexico,  made  an 
analysis  of  the  vegetation  inside  the  fenced  portion  of  the  monument 
as  compared  with  that  outside.  Ran -e  Conservationist  W.C.  Cavin 
conducted  the  surveys  and  will  furnish  us  with  a  copy  of  his  report. 

Travel.  We  received  an  Increase  of  90  percent  in 
travel  this  mo;;th.  Visitors  totalled  772  In  191  cars.  Most  of 
this  Increase  is  attributed  to  organizations  holding"  conventions  •> 
and  meetings  in  the  vicinity. 

Interpretation.  There  was  a  constant  demand  for 
services  this  month.  Of  the  772  persons  who  visited,  711  of  them 
were  contacted  and  707  given  some  interpretation  at  the  museum. 
50  sulded  trips  were  icade  and  141  parties  used  the  self  ^ide 
facility.  Quite  a  few  hours  of  contributed  overtlxRe  was  necessary 
this  month.

Travel »   Our  travel  is  holding  up  very  well*  We  had  332 
persons  this  August  compared  with  112  persons   in  August   1962 
and    156  persons    in  August   1951.

V;eather »  Since  the  It^st  report  period  we  have  had  4*78 
inches  of  rain.  The  high  temperature  for  this  period  was  92  and

Road s »  Road  conditions  during  August  can  test  be  described 
as  having  been  "wishy  washy t^due  to  rain*   "^e  were  able  to  install 
the -stone  headwalls   for  the  culverts   just  prior  to   our   last  big 
rain.

•       Roads  and  Trails  The  county  road  crew  has  filled  in  the 
numerous  ohuck-lioles  in  the  approach  road  from  Clarkdale.  Rains 
have  kept  raost  of  the  dust  down.   Trails  and  roads  on  the  monument 
were  cleared  of  overhanging  brush  and  mud  which  the  various  rains 
have  washed  down  wps  cleared  from  the  ruins  trail.

Ed  Hill  has  been  carrying  on  a  preliminary  archaeological 
survey  on  his  days  off.     He  has  run  across   some  very  Interesting 
sites  which  seem  to  include  early  man  and  P  I-   II.      This  early 
period  up  until  the  late   Tusigoot  times  is  the  least  known  portion 
of  Verde  Valley  pre-hi story.

During  a  recent  trip  to  IJupatki,  ilr,  Gastellur.i  collected 
sai.iples  of  road  materials  from  the  project  there  and  tool:  thou  to  the 
State  PIighv;ay  Departiiont  testing  laboratory  in  Phoeni::,  He  contacted 
iingineer  Brown,  \iho   is  in  charge  of  this  laboratory,  and  he  said  bhoy 
would  be  glad  to  help  whenever  v^e  have  road  materials  to  be  tested. 
IJe  hope  to  make  increasing  use  of  these  facilities  in  connection  idth 
future  road  building  projects  and  feol  sure  tlds  service  ijill  assist 
us  in  getting  the  best  possible  materials  for  use  on  oui^  roads. 

At  Arches  a  heavj^  suj.imer  rain  ^dth  the  resultant  flash  flood 
pld-jod   havoc  vdth  roads  and  visitors'  tempers  on  August  28,  /uLso,  it 
presented  an  opportunity  for  National  park  Service  personnel  to  render 
some  "beyond  the  call  of  duty"  service,  rar,   'Jilson's  report  read  in 
part  as  follows:  "Approach  road  ^'93  was  v/ashed  out  at  every  culvert 
and  a  heavy  flovj-  doT.Ti  Court  House  Wash  held  up  eleven  cars  from  5  PH 
until  rddnight,,,T\:o  gallons  of  hot  soup,  prepared  b^'-  the  HS.'P,  was 
carried  across  the  v;ash  and  drained  to  the  last  drop  by  over  30  himgry 
people.  No  cars  were  damaged,  although  it  took  2  hoiors  to  dig,  push 
and  pull  out  one  car  irldch  was  hopelessl;'-  wedged  in  a  cut  of  a  35" 
culvert  -i  rash  out. ,  .The  county  maintenance  crew  was  unable  to  ^rorl:   the 
road  ii-inediately  and  it  remained  passable  only  to  experienced  drivers 
for  five  days.  One  serious  wasliout  occiu'red  ,  on  the  dndows  road  i.rhich 
took  a  full  day  to  repair,  'later  cut  at  ever;'-  crossing,  but  in  three 
days  liaintenancejian  !Jinbourn  had  all  our  roads  in  good  shape," 

At  Chaco  Canyon  much  tLne  was  also  spent  repairing  roa.ds 
iridch.  had  been  badly  dajiaged  by  heavy  sui.xier  rains.  About  20  yards  of 
fill  material  v;ere  hauled  to  replace  waslied  out  places  on  the  north 
approach  road,  and  the  ditch  alongside  this  road  coLdn,":  doim  the  cliff 
into  the  canyon  was  cleaned  to  rc:.:ove  rocks  irhich  had  v/ashed  do^/n. 
Numerous  other  ininor  time-consxoidng  repair  jobs  are  required  and  will 
be  continued  during  the  current  report  period. 

In  the  CIdricahua  area  the  "Jillcox  and  Douglas  Qhaiibers  of 
Commerce  arc  ardently  trying  to  get  the  approach  road  from. '.Jill cox 
into  the  state  highi/ay  syster;.  If  thds  effort  is  successful,  ::aid  the 
road  is  paved,  travel  to  this  j.ionu  .oat  would  undoubtedly  increase 
tremendously. 

Supervisor  of  Construction  and  ilaintenance  ilott  arrived  at 
Dl  Ilorro  on  the  l6th  and  started  building  a  crev:  to  begin  work  on  the 
ca:apground  road.  At  the  end  of  the  .  lonth  good  progress  vras  being 
made  on  tlds  project,

ill'-.  Arnberger  presented  t^ro  talks  and  sIiov;ed  a  notion 
picture  at  the  Globe  Ili^jh  School,  The  first  presentation  \ra.s  to 
over  300  students  iii  the  Junior  Ili^jh  and  the  second  to  the  Senior 
lE^h  group  ivith  over  6OO  in  attendance-.  These  talks  were  made  as 
part  of  an  assejibly  prograii  designed  to  stiriulate  th6.  students' 
interest  in  developing  a  cit7  park  in  Globe, 

iir.  Davis  participated  in  a  panel  discussion,  along  idth  " 
local  civic  leaders,  at  a  jneeting  of  the  loc^.l  bro.nch  of  the  American 
Association  of  University  V/aien. 

At  Tui.iacacori  five  eas^l  displa;js  were  installed  along  the 
proposed  self-guided  trail  and  arc  being  used  in  conjunction  vdth  the 
guided  trip.  The  National  Park  Service  traveling  exiiibit  was  re- 
ceived and  placed  in  the  ICLno  Rooiu  for  public  enjoyment. 

Superintendent  Guillet  of  "/alnut  Gan^^on  presented-  an  illus- 
trated talk  "Unveiling  Gaiiyon  do  Ghclly"  to  40  nanbers  of  the  Flagstaff 
Kivfanis  Club,  Tv:o  tape  recordings  of  interpretive  talks  at  .'alnut 
Ganyon  were  made  and  submitted  to  the  Director's  Office,  llr.  Guillet 
had  one  strenuous  contact  period  during  the  jaonth  when  500  students 
in  72  cars  and  busses  arrived  frcan  the  Arizona  State  College  for  a 
picnic,  and  he  was  on  duty  alone.

Weather 

This  nicnth  has  been  generally  nice  with  day  t.in»  tenperatures 
in  the  niid-eighties.  Nights  are  a  bit  nippy  with  terperatures  in  the 
mid-forties.  High  for  the  month  was  92  degrees  on  the  25t'-i  of  August 
vdth  the  lew  maxinium  at  $3  on  several  days.  Minimum  \-m.s   34  degrees  on 
the  24th  of  this  lacnth. 

Several  days  v;ere  completely  ove recast  with  a  resulting  drop 
in  travel  and  several  days  of  high  wind  with  dust  made  outside  work 
difficult . 

Total  precipitation  for  this  report  period  vwt,&   .15  of  an 
inch  whiih  fell  on  the  aftemcon  and  evening  of  the  27th, 

Travel 

Again  "over  the  top".  This  seems  to  be  getting  to  be  a  wdJhl 
worn  statwient  not  oaly  for  Chaco  but  for  most  of  the  Southwestem 
Konuments.  A  total  of  513  people  In  170  cars  visited  the  monument 
diiring  this  report  peilod.  This  is  1S3  perple  and  62  cars  over  tliis 
period  of  last  year  which  had  previously  been  the  recorded  high  for 
this  month. 

Of  the  above  number  of  people  2S7  went  througli  Pueblo  Bonito 
on  guided  tours  and  31  went  on  "quickie"  trips.

Roads  and  Tt^a-  Is 

A  TBa.jorlty  of  the  outs  de  wari<  this  mrnth  has  been  on  roads. 
The  ma  n  entrance     road  was  dragrted  twice  durng  the  raonth  but  is  still 
corrugated  in  a  lot     of  places.     Roads  were  policed  tw^ce  during  the 
m^nth. 

Retaining  walls  en  the  north  approach  road  which  had  been 
badly  daiaaged  during  the     sunffaer  were  replaced  and  about     20  yards  of 
fill  niaterial  hauled  in  to  fill  washed  out  places. 

The  old  road  across  the  northern  part  of  the  naonument  which 
had  been  built  b     the     CCG  had  been  washin,?^  badly  in     some  places.

Thello^^rer  dike  at  the  nwuth  of  the  canyon 
had  silted  in  and  this  dike  was  lengthened,  widened,  and  rased  a  few  * 
feel,   r^io  upper  side  v^-as  cleaned,  widened,  and  cut  (rnsiderabljr  deeper. 
The  IDISA  International  tractor  and  pan  was  used  for  this  work.

The  Torrance  county  crews 
malnteined  the  approach  road  from  Mountalnalr  and  the  road  is  now 
in  vory  good  condition.  The  approach  road  from  Carrizozo  is  in 
rather  poor  condition.

The  Wupatki  legend  sign  at  the   old  entranoe  road  ttis 
moved  to  the   temporary  entmnoe  roRd  and   the  old  masonry  base 
demolished  and  removed. 

The  mailbox  was  moved  to  the  new  entrance   road. 

Cleanup  of  the  back  room  in   +^he  museum  basement  was 
completed  and  a  large  work  table   set  up.      For  the  time  being,   the 
room  will  be  used  for  planning  and   drawing-board  work. 

Some   time  was   spent  on  grounds  cleanup  both   at  Headquarters 
and  at  Heiser, 

Two  man-days  were  spent  in  opening  up  a  clogged  sewer  line 
and  replacing  some  hot  water  line  in  the   Superintendent's  residence. 

Both  Onan  light  plants  were  oheoked  over,    serviced,   adjusted 
and  given  minor  repairs. 
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The  Sunset  Crater  Rar^ger  Station  and  trailer  house 
residence  were  closed  up  Septerrber  21st  and   some   of  the  records  and 
moveable  equipment  brought  dowi  to  Wupatki  for   storage.     The 
refrigerator  from  Sunset  was  set  up  in  the  old  CCC  barraoks  at 
Heiser  and  is   currently  being  used  by  some  of  the  road  crew. 

Roads  and  Trails: 

With  an  expanded  orew,  more  trucks  and   some   rental 
equipment,    the  V^upatki  entrance  road  is   progressing  well.     Most 
of  the  base  fill  for   the   section   from  the   highway   to  tto    Ear"th 
Cracks  has  been  hauled  and   spread.     Much  of  the   section   to  the 
Citadel  has  been  connoted.     An  additional  water  truck  is  e^q^ected 
soon,  which  will  speed  up  the  work  of  compaction,     A  most   urgent 
need  at  the  moment  is  anoiher  grader. 

iioiue   road  maintenance  was  done  ef.rly  in  the  month  on 
the  Doney-to-Wupatki  section  of   the   entrance  road  but  little  has  been 
done  since  because  of  equipment  breakdowns.     Both  the  Gallon  grader 
and  the   Case  loader  had  to  go  into  the   Forest  Service   shops   for 
repairs.      In  spite  of  itiie,  both  the   entrance  road  and  the  loop 
road,  though  dusty,   are  in  fair  shape. 

Both  the  Wupatki  Ruins  Trail  and  tixe  Citadel  Ruins 
Trail  need  to  be  worked  over  before   the  next  heavy  travel   season. 
The  Citadel  Trail  is  a  dangerous  foot  path  and,  wi ti^  the  greatly 
increased   travel   that  will  come   to   the   Citadel  with  the  new  road, 
some  measures  must  be  teken  in  the   interest  of  public  safety.      The 
Tfcipatki   Trail  needs   some  minor  relocations   to  bring   out  points   of 
interest;  more  than  that,   it  needs  better  delineation  and  proper 
surfacing  to  keep  the  people  on  the   trail  and  off  the  ruin  walls* 

Stabiligation: 

Archaeologist  Eiohert  and  his  Navajo  crew  arrived 
September  4th  for  stabilization  work  on  Wupatki  ruin.      In  addition 
to  patching  and  capping  walls,   they  installed  drains  in  the  rooms 
which  were  cleared  last  sumner.     Rick  and  his  crew  did    their  usual 
fine  job,   finishing  up  on   the   25th.

With  this   diminished  supply  and  an  almost  exhausted  water   storage, 
it  was  necessary  to   out  off  the  water   fountain  in  front  of    tiie 
museum. 

Heiser  Spring  continues   steady  at  about  2150  gallons 
per  day.     It  is   currently  serving   two  residenoee,    five  houpe 
trailers  and  at  least  eight  Navajo  families.

ROADSt     The  much  needed  moisture  has  made  it  possible  for  us  to  put  the 
L.onuaent  roads  in  good  condition.     Route#93,  the  approach  road  to  the 
monument,  was  washed  out  in  places  and  repaired  by  the  county,  but  continued 
rains  have  made  Courthouse  t^ash  and  smaller  wash  crossings  difficult*     The 
occupants  of  5  cars,   stranded   on  the  wrong  side  of  Courthouse  Wash  on  October 
12,  were  hauled  into  Moab  for  tlie  night.     On  the  morning  of  the  13th  the

TRAVELi     The  wst  and  cloudy  weather  and  nwddy  roads  caused  our  travel  to 
decrease  103^  as  compared  Irith  October   *52.     1,439  visitors  in  409  oars 
came  to  Arches  this  month.     l,Oc>0  people  sig/ied  the  register  at  the  Wayside 
Exhibit  and  we  estimate  that  the  same  number  used  the  Cove  Nature  Trail. 

MAINTENANCE t     On  October  12  the  head  on  the  motor  of  the  light  plant  was 
removed  to  grind  the  valves.     Not  only  the  valves  needed   grinding,  but  all 
foui'  pistons  were  broken.     The  motor  was  taken  into  Moab  for  a  complete  over- 
haul.    After  five  days  the  Job  was  completed  -  exoept  that  when  it  was  all 
put  baok  together,  the  rear  main  seals  were  left  out.     Another  full  day  was 
required  to  partially  remedy  the  bad  oil   leak,   and  we   hope   that  we  can  use 
the  plant  without  more  expense,  until  the  Utah  Power  &  Light  Co.  will  tie 
us  on  to  that  gireat  big,  beautiful  power  line  that  is  running  right  past  our 
frontdoor.

General  I   Indian  Suxaner  in  the  Gila  Valley  brings  the  cottoa 
seasoQ  into  full  swing*  Xhere  are  now  about  8,500  cott<m  pickers  in  the 
fields  daily,  according  to  the  Area  Labor  I.'arket  report  issued   from 
Casa  Grande.  The   sane  report  notes  that  there  are  at  present  between 
500  and  1,800  cotton  picking  i&achines  arailable   in  the  county.  Machine 
picking  is  now  at  the  rate  of  3,500  bales  per  week  and  Inoreasing  daily* 

The  local  Jaycees  went  "western"  for  their  anxual  rodeo  -  beards 
and  soabreros  being  conspicuous  around  Coolidge. 

Travel  to  the  monuaent  is  on  the  upswing  with  the  return  of 
ooel,  o«ol  weather* 

Articles   on  Casa  Grande  appeared  in  the  Ceolidge  Eaaminer  and 
the  Los  Angeles  Examiner*  Both  newspapers  played  up  the  wierd  and  wonder-

W^eather 

And  the  Rains  cajmej  A  total  of  1.04  inches  of  prec^'pitation 
vras  recorded  this  ronth.  The  Chac^  Arroyo  ran  ab-ut  4  feet  deep  on  the 
20th  and  2l8t,  and  was  rimn^n^  water  for  a  period  of  four  days. 

High  for  the  mcnth  was  87  degrees  en   several  days  during  the 
early  part  of  thereport  period  with  the  average  maximum  In  the  mid  70 's. 
Low  fcr  the  month  was  31  on  the  20th  with  average  irs^ninnim  arriind  34  . 

Several  days  of  high  w'nds  wit  blowing  sand  made  '"uts'de  vork 
difficult  at  tlrres,  Pour  crmpletely  overcast  days  and  three  more  days 
of  rain  cut  into  the  travel  figures  fc  the  mcnth. 

Travel 

This  is  the  first  time  in  soTie  months  that  we  are  unable  to 
report  an  all  tine  high  for  the  period,  i'/e  missed  it  b/  2  people.  A 
total  of  289  people  nn  95  card  visited  the  monument  this  month  aga  nst 
291  people  in  95  cars  fcr  this  period  lapt  year. 

Interpretation 

This  program  has  suffered  sorawhat  this  month  due  to  several 
reasons.  A  large  percentage  of  the  people  liad  just  come  down  from 
Aztec  and  just  wanted  "to  look  around"  and  declined  the  guided  tour. 
Due  to  tli^ak  of  other  interprctaf  vo  devices  they  spent  ©n  tho  average 
of  about  45  rinutes  in  the  area.  '.Ve  hope  to  remedy  this  situation  in 
the  future. 

The  other  ccntribufc-?  i^.g  factor  to  th^ow  r^srcentage  of  ri  si  tors 
taking  th^uided  tour  has  been  the  fact  tiiat  a  lot  of  the  tirnc  the  one 
man  on  duty  was  en  es-en*.^a^  duty  in  other  parts  cf  thenci  j; --rvt.  These 
duties  a'.vay  from  the  museum  are  amplif'cd  this  year  because  the  ranger 
is  trying  to  be  supe  'ntendent,  ranger,  and  labor  fore-^an  at  the  same 
tme.  /

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Corporating  Non-Govemmant  Agencies.  The  citizens  of  this 
coQiuUiiity  are  v^x^rking  hard  to  get  the  county  road  from  Willcox  to 
Chiricahua  oilea.  ^  meeting  was  held  in  the  community  center  building 
and  the  local  road  conindssioner  was  invited.  We  are  wishing  tliein  luck 
as  this  would  make,  by  far,  the  best  apr^roach  road  to  Chiricah  ua  as  it 
would  directly  tap  Arizona  State  '^'ighway  86  which  has  very  heavy  East- 
west  travel. 

Interpretive  Service.  1102  visitors  were  contacted  ia  the 
museum  in  284  parties.  ^  estimated  244  visitors  made  use  of  the 
self  guided  natural  history  trails.  One  conducted  trip  of  ]  hour 
was  made  with  three  visitors. 

Travel.  Chiricahua  again  took  a  loss  in  travel  this  month 
with  1405  visitors  compared  with  1731  for  (-"ctober  of  1952.  We  are  still 
ahead  for  the  calendar  year  with  a  total  of  21,597.  •'•his  is  64  visitors 
or, 3',^  ahead  of  this  time  last  year. 

Police  Protection.   Deer  hunting  season  opened  with  a  bang  on 
the  23rd  -  literally  with  a  good  rrany  "bangs".  Ranger  Barrel  spent 
several  days  reposting  the  boundary  before  hunting  season.  Since  season 
opened  he  has  been  patrolling  from  sunup  to  sunset.  V/ith  our  4x5  mile 
monuiaent  surrounded  by  deer  and  deer  hunters  it  keeps  one  rran  busy 
protecting  the  area. 

Forest  Fire  Protection.  The  forest  is  about  as  dry  as  it 
ever  gets.   A  dry  lightning  storm  started  two  fires  on  the  national 
Forest  south  of  the  monaToantjlast  week.   The  Forest  Service  has  put  men 
on  all  of  their  lookouts  for  the  remainder  of  hunting  season.   As  we  hone 
there  -wiLl  be  no  hunting  on  the  monument  W3  are  trying  to  "get  by"  without 
sending  the  fire  control  aid  back  to  Sugar  Loaf  Lookout.  Hunting  patrols 
and  a  few  special  trips  to  MaBsai  Point  we  believe  will  give  adequate 
detection  and  protection.

Weather 

Clear  weather  predominated,  with  a  few  days  of  strong  winds 
and  a  few  cloudy  days.  The  maximum  temperature  was  88°  ,  the  aTerage 
mazlmum  being  76*.  Minimum  temperature,  E5®;  ayerepe  rainimura  42**, 
Precipitation  of  .08"  on  the  19th.  settled  the  dust  on  the  roads. 
Total  precipitation  for  the  year  to  date  totals  10.86  inches.  This 
compares  with  11.13"  in  1952  and  10. OS"  in  1951  to  the  same  dste. 

The  Pinto  bean  crop  is  nearly  all  harTested.  Some  fields 
did  not  yield  as  heavy  as  had  been  anticipated.

V,'eather.     Sumraer  weather  continued  through  the 
first  two  weeks  ot  this  report  period  and  then  decidedly 
changed  into  Fall.     V/e  had  two  days  of  high  winds  on  the  13th 
and  19th  but  no  precipitation  at  all,     Jlaxinaun  temperatures 
averaged  90  degrees  and  a  minimum  of  33  degrees  was  recorded. 

Construction.     The  shelter  roof  over  the  corridor 
ruins  was  completed  on  October  I  and  a  caupletion  report  cov- 
ering the  project  wa.s  prepared  and  forwarded  your  office,     V/e 
can  report  that  the  £;tructure  withstood  soac  high  velocity 
winds  and  -vevj  well. 

Maintenance.     In  addition  to  routine  maintenance 
on  restrooms^  other  buildings,  and  grounds,  our  maintenanceman 
was  able  tc^onstruct  and  laount  two  fire  extinguishers  in  the 
museuia  and  c^e  at  the  butane  tank.     The  heating  \inits  in  both 
museum  and  residence  were  cleaned,  new  filters  installed,   and 
placed  in  operation.     A  screened  air  vent  was  constructed  over 
the  water  heater  in  the  garage. 

Southern  Arizona  newspapers  carried 
our  travel  figures  for  the  month  of  September  and  also  our

Travel,     We  had  visitors  firom  all  parte  of  the 
country  and  from  other  nations  but  not  as  many  this  year  as  in 
1952.     Visitation  dropped  20  percent  with  2,254  persons  recorded, 
V/e  counted  199  persons  as  "turn  arounds"  or  those  people  >rtio 
left  the  building  after  being  advised  of  the  admission  fee,  and 
1,883  paid  ad.dssiona,  and  371  coajplimentary  admissions. 

Interpretation.     The  Superintendent  was  on  duty 
alone  most  of  the  month  except  on  the  week-ends  >4ien  Tour  Leader 
Paver  was  employed.     We  h^id  193  guided  trips  with  l,6l6  persons 
in  attendance.     The  size  of  the  parties  varied  fran  1  to  54 
people.     Visitation  to  the  museum  and  patio  garden  totalled 
2,254  persons. 

The  National  Park  Service  traveling  exhibit  was 
on  display  here  until  the  l6th,  and  then  it  was  forwarded  to 
the  Museum  Branch  in  WashingtcMi.     On  the  whole,   it  was  well 
received  by  the  public. 

Prepirations  for  the  future  insta  lation  of  the 
self  r;uide  trail  got  uniez^way  with  construction  of  ^.5  bases  and 
numbered  stales.     The  five  easels  which  w.re  installed  last  month 
received  good  usage  and  were  used  in  supplementing  the  giiided 
toirs.     An  electric  ^jre  or  photo-cell  electric  visitor  counter 
is  being  installed  in  the  museum  to  record  those  persons  who  will 
use  the  musexxm  and  patio  facility  without  paying  the  required  fee 
iirtien  this  self  guiding  system  goes  into  effect.     When  one  Ranger 
is  on  duty  and  he  in  the  church  to  protect  i'    from  vandali»i,  no 
one  will  be  available  at  the   .esk  to  dispense  information  and 
collect  the  fee.     It  is  olrrious,  beforehand,  that  revenue  will 
drop  decidedly,   as  only  about  60  percent  of  visitors  now  take  the 
guided  trips.

The  report  that  a  deer  had  been  killed  b     an  autortiobile 
within  the  boundaries  was  traced  down  and  it  was  found  that 
this  occurence  took  place  quite  some  distance  from  our  lands. 

Senator  Barry  Goldvater,  Dem,,Ariz,,  visited 
the  'oeraorial  with  Ilisa  Grace  Sparkes  on  November  3.     3he 
i*e ported  tiiat  lio  said  to  her  that  he  was  interested  in  seeing 
the  area  develojied  and  v/ould  attenpt  to  seek  funds, 

V/ildlife  observation  Included  five  peccary  on 
SVJ  slope  of  Coronado  Peak,  within  150  yards  of  boundary  fence, 
two  Sonora  \i/hite  tailed  fai«i8,  four  ravens,  six  Arizona  jays, 
numerous  bush-tits,  and  five  V7e stern  or  ! Mexican  bluebirds. 

Grasses  in  the  area  are  in  excellent  condlticm. 
Evidently  any  cattle  in     he  vicinity  do  attempt  to  grase  the 
slopes,     .;ith  a  normal  winters  rainfall  we  shoiild  bs  able  to 
look  forward  to  a  wwwierful  flower  display  this  Spring.

The  roof  ivis  been  covered  with  straw  and  has  a  stove  pipe. 
Utilities  are  already  furnished,  a  pile  of  wood  is  stacked 
outside,  i'ossibly  this  hut  has  had  something  to  do  with 
snii^gling  for  it  is  hidden  in  a  little  draw  under  a  tree  and 
cannot  be  seen  until  one  is  almost  upon  it.

This  tirse,  for  the  third  successive  month,  ^e  can  chalk  ut)  an 
Irorease  =-  Tisitors  over  a  year  ago.  ^e  had  182  visitors  who  came  in 
62  a-atoraohil^s,  154  of  these  visitors  tele  a  trip  arornd  the  Roclf  in 
31  parties;  17  persons  listened  to  ar  orientation  talk;  22  hardy  soils 
T»ent  over  the  top  of  the  Hocv  in  6  parties  and  4  still  hardier  souls 
caraped  overnight. 

Tre  war-nest  was  69  :^ep3reeg  and  the  coolest  was  a  ninus  thrt5e 
degrees  Fahrenheit.  After  our  nice  balmy-  fall,  winter  struck'  with  a 
vengeance  on  I'Ovenber  18.  3o  my  snow  shovelirg,  interrupted  by  the  short

The  approach  roads  for  the  first  ^art  of  t^e  month  were  very  rotigh, 
due  to  the  lack  of  moisture.  The  last  part,  they  are  covered  with  snow  and 
are  usually  icy.  The  Monument  road  has  remained  i"  rro  d  shoie. 

The  camT^cround-picnlc  road  and  area  was  completed  this  month.  The 
tables,  benches  and  fireplaces  were  placed  permanently  and  gravel  olaced 
around  them.  The  whole  thing  is  so  nice  lockinc  that  word  has  passed  among 
the  neighbors,  and  ws  can  expect  a  g;ood  deal  of  local  usage  next  suflBier.

Aj.>proaches  to  the  Monument 

The  approach  road  from  Mountalnalr  is  In  ^/ood  condition, 
havln£^  been  maintained  by  the  State  Highway  crew.  Due  to  sewrel 
hundred  loads  of  pipe  and  other  heavy  suppliee,  I  had  antlclpltated 
that  this  road  woulc  be  torn-up  and  in  very  bad  condition,  but  it  held 
up  remarkably  well.  The  roexds  to  Garrizizo  and  Ccronn  have  had  sohm 
maintenance,  but  are  in  rather  poor  condition. 
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Maintenance 

Various  parts  of  tlie  vreter  Bystem  were  wiuterized  to  prerent 
freezing.  The  ooolinf,  Bystens  of  the   truokc  >ero  also  tvlnterlzdd. 
^ore  T^eade  hare  been  reicoved  from  the  vicinity  of  the  Missions  end 
alon^  the  roadsides ;  eneral  meintenance  of  the  road  and  trails  has 
been  carried  on.  Roads  and  trails  are  in  good  condition,  "^io  Hunting;** 
signs  were  posted  along  the  Monunent  boundaries.  Four  loads  of  water 
were  h&uled  fron  lilountalnsir.  All  work  prograas  are  cuz*rent.  Lois  Kite 
vmrlBiid  a  totel  of  four  deys  during  the  month.  The  Superintendent  was 
on  annual  leave  durin.;  two  d?ys  of  the  mouth. 

Research 

The  £1  Paso  Katural  Gas  pipeline  ditching  crew  cut  through 
the  side  of  a  kcy^ollor.  pit  house  about  1^  mlleff  northwest  of  here; 
Archeoloi^lsts'  Fenenga  and  Curamlngs  did  the  excavating  of  it.  They 
stated  that  there  3s  inciCF.tion  of  p  number  of  other  pit  houses  In  the 
limaediute  vicinity.  They  tentatively  set  the  date  of  the  pithouse  ct 
between  600  and  90C  A.D.   A  few  potsherdp  and  etona  artifacts  were  found. 

One  day  vae  spent  %ith  MrjK  Vkells,  inspectiriG  a  lBrf;e  Indian 
ruin,  16  miles  jf^.est  of  v^ran  c^uivira.  It  appears  that  the  pueblo  was 
constructed  surrotUidiut;  a  courtyard  approximately  80  feet  square.  The 
material  used  vas  ston^,  I^'an^'  lessor  ruine  rre  evident  in  the  erea. 
l£r.  l^ells  discovered  this  ruin  while  deer  hunting-.  Els  first  thoui^t 
was  that  it  micht  be  the  "lost  mission". 

Interpretative  Service 

;       A  totnl  of  307  people  in  62  parties  were  conducted  throu^Ji 
the  Mission  ruins.  A   total  of  185  people  made  use  of  the  self -guiding 
facility.  %Juseum  contects  totaled  451  people, 

Inoraasa  in  Trovel 

Trnvol  continued  to  hold  up  remarkably  well,  due  to  the 
prevailing  nice  fall  weather  and  to  visitation  to  the  monument  by 
pipeline  workers  find  their  families.  A  total  of  492  people  in  1S5 
cers  visited  the  monument.  Total  visitation  for  the  year  to  date 
Is  4,781  i>eople  in  1,225  vehicles.  The  picnic  grounds  was  used  by 
54  persons  durin?  the  month.

V/eather,     Winter  ha»  arrived  in  Southern  Arizona, 
Teniperatures  varied  but  a  minimum  of  19  depreee  \<a8  reached  on 
the  21st,     Maxlntum  teraperatur-«  readin^r  was  B?  degrees,     '-^ive  days 
of  overcast  were  recorded  but  precipitation  v»s  limited  to  ,06  of 
an  inch.     Rains  wtre  reported  South  of  ue  and  the  Northern  area 
received  more  precipitation  than  our  i.:;!nediate  vicinity. 

Maintenance,     Rout   'no  laaintenanco  was  perfonried 
on  buildings  and  grounds  all  month.     As  tiiie  would  allow,  we 
worked  on  the  project  of  burning  the  weeds,  long  overgrown,  from 
the  area.     The  island  at  the  parking  area  has  be on  cleared  of 
weeds  and  trash.     With  the  advent  of  winter  our  patio  garden 
has  reached  the  deciduous  stage  and  the  removal  of  leaves  and 
transplanting  has  been  started. 

Publicity,     Tucson  and  Nogales  newspapers  carried 
our  press  release  in  prominence  notifying  of  the  installation  of 
the  new  self-guide  system. 

Radio  Station  KCNA  made  a  tape  recording  of  the 
highlights  of  the  Mission  and  transcribed  it  on  the  KKCW  YCTIR 
ARIZONA  program  of  November  19.     Hr,   Jay  Killer,  KCNA,  was  the 
inquirer  and  Ranger  Bullard  supplloi  the  answers.     Several  weeks 
ago  this  same  radio  program  presented  it's  listening  public  with 
an  informal  trip  through  o\ir  rauseuni. 

Interpretation,     A  change  of  ;naJor  importance  in 
TttKicacori»8  asthod  of  interpretation  was  made  this  month  with 
the  installatlMi  of  the  self  guide  system  on  Ndvwiber  5.     With 
a  series  of  n\i!nbered  stakes  at  points  of  interest  and  a  trail 
booklet  of  explanation,  all  visitors  may  now  guide  themselves 
through  the  ;7dsslon  area. 

We  can  report  that  visitor  reaction  to  date  has 
been  enthusiastic.     In  course  of  laprovioent  we  have  solicited 
opinions  from  aLaost  every  group  who  has  used  the  booklet.     Their 
comments  range  from  "good ""excellent"  to  "this  beats  listening 
to  a  guide"!     They  all  seom  to  be  agreed  that  the  niajor  advantage 
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is  the  no  waiting  for  soh»dal«d  tourst  and  the  freedoai  to  take 
the  facts  and  the  trip  at  their  leisure  and  individual  pace. 
No  adverse  conment  received  ae  yet. 

Dale  King  spent  several  days  with  us  and  provided  help  in 
inaugurating  the  ay  at  era  and  giving  us  the  benefit  of  his  obser- 
vations,    W«J  appreciate  h  ie  caaing  down. 

TJaree  special  guide  trips  were  made  vdth  groups  who  visited. 
Seventeen  aoabers  of  the  A.rizona  Archeological  and  fdstorical 
Society  on  Novwuber  8  and  tv/o  trips  with  48  members  of  the  American 
Railroad  Association  on  Noveaber  11  were  conducted.

An 
inch  of  snow  on  the  5th  lasted  long  enough  to  keep  the  road  icy 
for  a  week,  Cn  the  22nd  seven  inches  of  snow,  followed  by  strong 
wincis,  effectively  closed  the  hassai  FoLit  road  to  visitor  traffic. 
The  road  is  still  closed,  but  should  be  passable  within  a  day  or 
two.  The  storm  scared  away  iiiOst  of  our  visitors,  anyway. 

The  moisture  content  of  the  snows  arr.ounted  to  39  hund- 
redths of  an  inch.  This  is  far  below  normal  for  the  month,  and 
the  year's  total  of  12,07  inches  is  the  lowest  in  the  fourteen 
years  of  weather  records.  It  is  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  aver- 
age annual  rainfall;  almost  6  inches  les3  than  last  year;  and  1,35 
inches  less  than  the  previous  low  in  1950,  Helpl 

InspectJOTis,  Vr,  Hott  spent  a  day  here  on  the  I6th, 
lining  up  the  work  for  the  forthcoming  rehabilitation  urogram. 
His  suggestions  and  advice  were  very  welcome. 

Maintenance,  On  the  morning  of  the  9th  we  awoke  to 
find  that  we  had  no  water,  Several  days  spent  in  de-rooting  the 
catch-basin  at  the  spring  and  cleaning  soue  of  the  outlet  pipes 
remedied  the  difficulty,  but  v;e  all  looked  somewhat  grubby  for 
a  few  days.  The  cold  weather  has,  as  usual,  feiven  us  a  little 
trouble  with  exposed  plumbing  fixtures,  and  snow  removal  is  currently 
keeping  us  busy. 

Approaches  to  the  ^ onument.  The  road  over  the  nountain 
from  Portal  is  snowed  in,  probably  for  the  rept  of  the  winter, 
but  all  other  roads  are  ice-free  and  in  good  shape.  The  :jtate 
Highway  Department  is  rapidly  completing  their  fencing  project 
on  Jtate  Houte  181,  which  will  vastly  reduce  the  present  danger 
of  arguing  with  a  cow  over  the  right  of  way.

Cooperating  Governmental  Agencies^  The  REA  is  prepared 
to  install  our  utility  poles  and  overhead  wiring,  but  they  have 
not  as  yet  st^trted  work. 

Donations  and  Accessions,  Thanks  to  the  Southwestern 
Monujnents  Association  our  reference  library  is  filling  out  nicely. 
In  the  last  few  months  we  have  received  several  books  and  papers 
from  them. 

Interpretive  Service,  A  total  of  552  visitors  were 
contacted  a^  the  Kuseuin  in  160  parties.  An  estimated  167  people 
used  the  self -guiding  nature  trails.  Leave-taking,  sickness  and 
weather  conditions  curtailed  the  rest  of  the  program, 

Huseurn  Activities  and  Exhibits,  A  sinall  ecology  exhibit 
featuring  the  fine  plant  watercolors  by  Ora  M.  Clark  was  installed 
in  the  ^luseaci.  It  furthers  the  story  told  by  the  professionally- 
built  panel  which  was  installed  last  year.  The  forthcoiaing  re- 
habilitation of  the  Orientation  Station  (or  Exhibit  £Juildiiig,  as 
we  now  call  it)  will  give  us  almost  double  the  present  exhibit 
space.  It  is  an  exiting  thought. 

Increase  /iND  Decrease  in  Travel,  Although  we  had  onlj' 
759  visitors  to  the  area  this  racxith  (a  decrease  of  11^  compared 
to  December  of  1952^  the  total  for  the  year  represents  a  new  re- 
cord. The  travel  figure  for  the  year  stands  at  23,56i^,  an  in- 
crease of  29  people  over  last  year's  record,  or  00,14/^  i  As  camp- 
ers are  the  people  who  usually  appreciate  the  area  most,  it  is 
pleasing  to  note  that  csiripground  use  increased  "}%   for  the  year. 
This  is  a  significant  increase  in  terms  of  the  added  work  load 
involved  for  the  staff.  Wood  hauling  and  garbage  collecting  as 
well  as  interpretation  take  an  increased  amount  of  time.
